R e d d in g , November 9th.— The boldest 
highway robbery, or series of robberies, 
ever committed by a lone highwayman 
was perpetrated this evening about six 
o’clock, about a mile from the Posioffice 
and within the town limits. As Perry Da­ 
vis, driver of the Weaverville stage, was 
coming into town, he was oidered by a 
lone highwayman to stop. Perry continu­ 
ing to drive, the highwayman again or­ 
dered him to stop, or he would shoot. At 
this Davis pulled up his team. 
The highwayman said to the driver, a 
drummer and another passenger: “Get 
down h ere! Get right down !” which they 
did. He ordered the driver to stand at the 
head of his team, and he put a cap over his 
head, also over the heads of the two passen­ 
gers. He then took from the drummer and 
passenger $100. He then threw out the 
Wells-Fargo box and mail-bags, which he 
started to go through. 


TAKES ANOTHER INTO CAMP. 
At this time Bill Wilson drove up on his 
way into Redding for a doctor. The high­ 
wayman said to him, “ Drive right up 
here.” Wilson 
said he was 
in a hurry 
after a doctor. 
“ Never m ind,’’ said the 
highwayman, “ drive up here; get right 
out and put this cap on,” which Wilson 
did. The highwayman then took $65 and 
his watch. Wilson begged for his watch. 
The highwayman said that if he got a good 
haul out of the box he might give the 
watch back. 


STILL ANOTHER VICTIM. 
He then started in again to go through 
the boxes and mails. Just then John 
Craddock drove up going to Shasta. The 
highwayman said : “ Drive right up here, 
close to this team ! Drive up and put this 
cap o n !” which he did, and he took $15 
from Craddock. 
About this time Craddock said the cap 
was choking him. The hiehwayinaii said : 
“ Just shove it up a little and get air.” 
He 
then commenced again on the mails and 
express as deliberately as if honestly en­ 
gaged. 
ANOTHER WAYFARER ADDED. 
About this time Miss 
Eliza Welsh, 
County School Superintendent, drove up 
on her way to Shasta, her home. She was 
singing when he called*out to her to drive 
right up behind the other wagon (Crad­ 
dock’s). He said if she would be quiet and 
still she would not be hurt. 
. The live men were all standing with 
dunce-c:.ps drawn over their heads. Miss 
Welsh did as directed, and being a woman 
of remarkable nerve she watched the op­ 
erations of the highwayman, but she did 
not understand why the others were so 
quiet, and so many of them, bunched as 
they were. 
When the robber got through—taking 
$240, it is said, from Weils-Fargo’s box and 
rifling the letters—he coolly walked off 
over the hill to the left. 
After silence had reigned for some time, 
Davis, the stage-driver, said, from under 
his cap: 
“ HAS THAT MAN GONE?” 
Getting no response, he said to the lady 
behind—she being the only one not capped 
—“ Has that man gone?” 
She replied : “ A man went over the 
hill.” 
At this D.-.vis, Craddock, Wilson, the 
drummer and the passenger took off their 
caps. The drummer got into the buggy 
with Miss Welsh, and the others into the 
stage, and came into town. Several areout 
on the hunt, but no further news was had 
a t 9 p. m , aud there is very little hope of 
catching so old a band at the business.

W a s h in g t o n , November 91h.—There is 
no basis of fact for ninety-nine per cent, of 
the wild speculations telegraphed from 
Washington respecting Presineui-elect Har­ 
rison’s legislative policy after March 4th. 
There is not a Republican politician in 
Washington who imagines for one moment 
that Harrison wili convene the Fifty-first 
Congress in extta session to revise thetariff. 
There is no necessity for so doing. It has 
long been the settled policy of the Repub­ 
lican party to correct inequalities existing 
in tbe present tariff. At the first practicable 
opportunity the tariff will be revised by its 
friends, and upon a protection basis. With 
a Republican majority in both btanches of 
the next Congress, this task will be com­ 
paratively an easy one, and a bill on the 
lines of that prepared by the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee at the last session will be 
passed. 
It wou'd be absurd to imagine 
that the Democratic majority in the present 
House will adopt the Senate bill as a sub­ 
stitute for tbe Mills bill, and the whole 
subject will go over until the first Monday 
in December, 1889. There will be no extra 
session of tbe Congress, except the extra 
session of the Senate, to confirm President 
Harrison's nominations, and ail talk to the 
contrary is idle speculation. 
The Republicans have a good working 
majority in the House in the Fifty-first 
Congress. They will elect its Speaker, or­ 
ganize the 
committees 
and select the 
officers. 
The persons most prominently 
spoken of for Speaker are Reed—who was 
given the complimentary vote of his party 
when Carlisle was elected—and Messrs. 
McKinley, Cannon, Butterworth and Bur­ 
row’s. It does not follow, of necessity, that 
because Mr. Resd got the complimentary 
vote of his party the last time, that he will 
be chosen now, though there will be a feel­ 
ing that he ought to be given something more 
than a shadow. Randall got the compli­ 
mentary vote of his party when Ketfer was 
elected Speaker at the beginning of the 
Forty-seventh Congress, yet when the Dem­ 
ocrats came into power they elected Carl­ 
isle. Both McKinley and Cannon have 
claims on their party, and if Reed is not 
chosen, the contest will be between them. 
If McKinley should be chosen, Reed would 
be Chairman of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee and Cannon Chairman of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee.

As to this point 
there is a great diver.-¡tv of opinion among 
the Republicans here, but the almost unan­ 
imous wish and hope is that Blaine may 
be let severely ah.-no. Even his admirers 
say the new Admi i-iritirm would have a 
better chance without Blaine than with 
him. 
Fully a rlcz. n Cabinet slates have been 
promulgated here to day. Taken together, 
they contain pretty nearly every Republi­ 
can name of prominence iu the country. 
Perbapts only one of the names is certain 
to be found in the final list. That is the 
name of Colonel John C. New, of Indian­ 
apolis, who is regarded as the coming tiec- 
retarv of tbe Treasury almost without 
doubt. General Harrison wiil put some 
Indiana man in the Cabinet, and Colonel 
New is the firs’.and only man any one cau 
think <■:. and his long and large experience 
in the Treasury suggests tbe appropriate­ 
ness of ¡dacing him at the head of that 
Department.

F IG H T IN G F R A U D S . 


D e m o c r a t ic M e th o d s in V ir g in ia B e in g 
I n q u ir e d I n to . 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 9lh.—A special 
dispatch to the Star from Petersburg’ Va , 
says : The Republican National Committee 
are about to take a hand in the contest over 
Virginia’s Electoral vote. They are to take 
up the situation in that State to-morrow, 
and if warranted by reports which are now 
on their way to New York, will assist the 
Mahone State Committee in such plan or 
plans of judicial procedure as shall appear 
most available in correcting alleged wrongs 
and frauds of Democratic election officials 
on counting and certifying the vote cast in 
last Tuesday’s election. 
Chairmau Quay’s late dispatches to Gen­ 
eral Mahouc evince much interest in the 
result in Virginia. His latest telegram, in 
substance, is said to have been that while 
the National Committee do not need the 
vote, they did desire tbe fullest informa­ 
tion as to the character of the election and 
of the count now going on there. In this 
connection, it is stated that he called atten­ 
tion to tbe handsome reward offered by his 
committee some time ago for the detection 
of election frauds, and declared the offer 
still to be operative, and that in auy proper 
case it would be made good in Virginia, as 
elsewhere. 
Olmsted, the agent of the National Com­ 
mittee, left Petersburg this morning, and 
is now on his way North for consultation 
with Quay. As to the question involved, it 
would have been better for this messenger 
to have began proceedings in the State 
Courts yesterday, that being the day when 
the local Boards of ail the counties and 
cities of the State met to canvass the re­ 
turns and certify the results to the Supreme 
State Board at Richmond. An appeal to 
tbe highest tribunal in the S’ate, the Su­ 
preme Court of Appeals—whose Judges are 
all Republicans—would have been taken, 
he says, from the inferior Judges, had the 
latter refused, on the allegations of fraud, 
to interfere with these election officials. 
The only means of redress remaining is 
probably an application to a Federal Court 
Judge for an order restraining the State 
Board of Canvassers from issuiDg certifi­ 
cates of election to persons claiming seats 
in Congress from districts where frauds are 
charged to have been committed.

W a s h i n g t o n . November 9th.— The in­ 
terest in the election returns has entirely 
abated. Reports from the Congressional 
contests make it reasonably sure that the 
Republicans will have the next House by a 
majority ranging from five to ten. In sev­ 
eral districts, notably the Fifth of Mary­ 
land, the Third and Fourth of Virginia, 
possibly two other districts in Virginia, and 
the First District of Arkansas, there will be 
contests. West Virginia is the only State 
that now remains in doubt, it may be two 
weeks before returns are received from back 
counties. The mountain districts are not 
penetrated by railroads or telegraphs, and 
bridle paths form the only means of com­ 
munication with the outside world.

160 MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES IX A 


KANSAS COLLIERY. 


Terrible and Fatal F ire in a Factory 
—A Blizzard in K an sas—Steve 
B rodie’s D esperate Leap.

R o c h e st e r (N. Y .), November 9th.—Tbe 
most disastrous fire ever experienced in this 
city occurred this evening at the works of 
the Steam Gauge and Lantern Company. 
It was located in a building of seven stories, 
with two basements. It was si -.ated near 
Genesee Falls. The fire b oke out a’ 7:35 
o’clock. About forty people were at work, 
mostly on the third floor. 
The smoke, was very dense, and the men 
could not reach the tire escapes, and were 
forced to jum p from the third story. Four­ 
teen jumped on the west side of the build­ 
ing and were frightfully injured, six of 
them ó; tog within an hour, and four others 
will die before morning. 
Their ñames are : Joseph Darner. John 
Gremour. Joseph Webber, Harry t'e: voi­ 
der and John Gall. 
The fatally wounded are : Richard Pa­ 
ss*/, Frank Siddons, Dan Watkins and 
John Gerin. It is thought that five or six 
more bodies are in the ruins, including one 
or more girls. The losses on the building 
are $65,000, and on the lontern plant $175,­ 
000.

Berlin engineers have adopted two dif­ 
ferent systems for diminishing the noise of 
trains on their viaducts. 
One is to bolt to 
the bridge structure long troughs of sheet- 
iron, about six inches wide, so arranged 
that a rail will come in the center of each. 
The troughs are then filled with gravel, in 
the middle of which is buried the longi­ 
tudinal timber carrying the rail, and the 
space between the troughs is covered with 
iron plates, on which is spread a thin layer 
of gravel. 
The second method, which is 
found to be more efficient than the other, 
consists in placing a continuous series of 
shallow iron troughs, about five 
feet 
square, along the line of tracks. These are 
filled with gravel, on which the ties and 
rails are laid.

Her name is believed to 
have been Lizzie Fisher, but to most of the 
habitues of the haunts she visited she was 
known as Mary Jane. She had a room in 
the house where she was murdered. 
She carried a latch key, and no one knows 
at what hour she entered the house last 
night; probably no one saw the man who 
accompanied her, and therefore it is hardly 
likely that he will ever be identified. He 
might easily have left the house at any 
time between 1 and 6 this morning without 
attracting attention. 
Doctors who have examined the remains 
refuse to make any statement until tbe in­ 
quest is held.

Most travelers who corns to Costa Ricat 
either for business or pleasure, are landed 
first at Puenta Arenas, a small port on tire 
G ulf of Xicoya, close to Nicaragua’s south­ 
western border, and about three day’s 
sailing from Panama in favorable weather. 
There are two harbors oil the eastern 
coast of this small Republic, th at ®f Ma- 
tina, affording anchorage only for vessels 
of lightest draught, while the Boca del 
Torro, which is universally conceded tobe 
oae of the finest in the world, is useless to 
Costa Rican commerce for the reason th a t 
neither railway nor wagou road connects it 
with the interior. 
Indeed, the Boca no 
longer belongs to this country, though 
washing its -shores, having been feolislilv 
eonceded to “New Granada” in the treaty 
of 1856, when, bv virtue of an imperfect 
chart, published in Madrid more than a 
century ago, the Panamians claimed it as 
a portion of their territory. Now the noble 
harbor is comparatively lost to both coun­ 
tries, and might as well be a mirage of 
Sahara for any practical advantage it 
promises to either. 
The Yew road to the Rio Serapiqui, 
which for over twenty years has been in 
process of construction, will probably ren­ 
der the Nicaraguan port oí San Juan del 
Norte-cf future service to Costa Rica. For 
the present, however, Puenta Arenas, on 
the western coast, mor.ojiolizes most of the 
commerce of the Republic, 
it is a free 
port, moreover, having been privileged as 
such by special Act of Congress soon after 
deadly Caldera, a lev miles lower down, 
had been officially abandoned. 
All arti­ 
cles, except such as Government monopo­ 
lizes—as tobacco, brandy, gunpowder and 
firearms—are exempt here from any kind of 
restriction. 
The monopolies aforesaid are 
deposited in the public stores, and cannot 
be sent into the country, or out of it, 
without special permission from the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Aside from this, the fullest lib­ 
erty is granted to commerce, and the ships 
of all nations may pass in and out of Gulf 
Nicoya, remaining as long as they like, with 
neither pilotage, tonnage nor anchorage to 
pay, nor any leeching from H ealth (JilLc-rs 
or Government Inspectors. 
Strangely enough, the Custom-house is 
located sixty miles away in the interior, at 
the (iarita del Rio Grande, low down in 
the slope of a dark ravine. In that remote 
spot the duties on all foreign goods are 
levied, and from there alone can such mer­ 
chandise find its way into the inhabited 
portions of the country. 
Between Puenta 
Arenas and the G arita a vast wilderness 
intervenes, in which several villages are 
hidden—notably Esparza, San Mateo and 
Atenas—penetrated only by a single wagon 
road, rocky, dangerous and robber-infested. 
An hour’s brisk gallop along the beach 
which connects Puenta Arenas with the 
main land brings one to Chacarita, an out­ 
post of the Custom-house, where foreign 
goods destined for any point between the 
port and the G arita must be inspected, 
weighed and paid for. 
This outpost con­ 
sists merely of a banana-patch, a pig-sty, a 
poultry yard and a thatched hut of wild 
bamboos, and within the smoky interior 
of the latter one may always find’ the Cus­ 
toms Inspector, swinging in his hammock 
with a cigarette between his teeth. 
A wilder place is the Garita, at the 
brink of astupenduous ravine in the heart 
of the forest. Gver the chasm is a stone 
bridge of one bold arch, with a gate and 
causeway, linking the roads descending 
upon either side. 
Across this bridge all 
wayfarers must pass, and any attempt to 
ford the river above or below is punished 
with ten years’ imprisonment at hard la­ 
bor. 
Beyond the bridge, shaded by a 
magnificent grove of cocoa trees, is a rudely 
constructed wooden building, long and low, 
with roof of red tiles projecting six feet 
beyond the front walls to a row of cedar 
posts. This is the Custom-house—all there 
is of it. 
Here barrels are tapped, bales 
and boxes ripped open and trunks turned 
inside out, and here the principal revenue 
of Costa Rica is collected. 
B ut let us return to Puenta Arenas. 
Straggling up and down a low bank of 
burning sand stand its white-washed frame 
houses with their red-tiled roofs its numer­ 
ous poorer hovels thatched with plantain 
leaves, its churches and flagstaff*, all glow­ 
ing in the sun’s rays, intensified by reflec­ 
tion from the water. 
Slightly modifying 
the glaring picture, but scarcely shading it, 
are occasional groups of feather palms and 
indigo trees; while beyond the town, on 
all sides except to seaward, rise the moun­ 
tains, with forests stretching to their feet, 
and fragrant gardens between. 
Concerning its climate, Puenta Arenas 
has one great advantage, viz., that in half 
an hour’s time the investigating tourist can 
see all there is in it. 
Close to the shore he 
observes a quaint 
wooden 
lighthouse, 
cheaply built in pagoda 
fashion, and 
dazziingly painted red, white and blue— 
not with patriotic intent, however, as an 
American might suppose, nor yet to indi­ 
cate that a tonsorial artist inhabits the in­ 
terior. 
Trudging painfully through ankle-deep 
sand, the traveler reaches the central plaza 
and rests himself upon an adobe bench, to 
recover breath and wijie the perspirat'on 
from his brow, having first, if accustomed 
to the peculiarities of this country, looked 
carefully around for scorpions, centipedes 
and wipers, who have a habit of breeding 
hereabouts, and meandering on voyages of 
discovery up his trousers’ leg or down the 
inside of his coat-collar. 
In the middle of this treeless plain is a 
white-sainted wooden obelisk, of rude pro­ 
portions and ruder workmanship, which 
commemorates the services of General 
Jose Maria Canas, a native of Puenta 
Arenas, who fought bravely in the war 
against the filibusters. 
Not far from this point, just off the 
main street and around the nearest corner, 
is the market plaza, which the stranger 
will find « ell worth a visit. 
Here, espe­ 
cially on Sundays, may be found a busy 
scene, every booth, stall-and store crowded, 
ami the arcades which shade three sides of 
the buzzing, bustling space, all packed with 
eagerly vociferating Costa Ricans. Carts 
pass continually to and to , laden with 
merchandise for the interior or carrying 
coflée down to the landing. 
It is not easy 
to convey with Aire pea an accurate picture 
of these clumsy structures. A pole pro­ 
jects from an oblong frame/ to which an 
axle is bolted -underneath. .The ends of 
the axle 
protrude 
through 
enormous 
wheels of solid .cedar, the lati-?r being at 
least four inches across the tk e and five 
feet in diameter. W ithin these .ponderous 
wheels is open cane-work, which supports 
an awning of untarmed ox hide. 
Upon a 
platform at the bottom of the la x thus 
formed, lies the lead—generally coffee, 
sewn up in bags of coarse white .aotton. 
Each cart will carry from 800 te 1,000 
pounds of coflée, and the freightage ihere- 
on averages 75 cents per 100 pounds. ¡Over 
the bags another ox hide is fastened with 
thongs of leather, and dangling outside are 
the vrater-gourd, 
iron pot, and other 
utensils for use along the road. 
Hundreds of these carts bring coffee 
here for shipment to the United States 
and Europe. 
Many of them come from 
long distances—from points beyond Car- 
toga and San Jose, even from the far­ 
away valley of the l ’iribi, overlooked by 
the mountains of San Migule. 
Peering oui from beneath the ox-hide 
canopy, one may often see the brown face 
of some daughter of the mountains, whose ! 
dark eyes, like those of Dante Rossetti’s ' 
damsel, are “deepjr than the depth of 
waters stilled at even.” 
The wives and 
children of the coflée carriers love to ac­ 
company the lie,id erf the house on the 
Joug journey to port—a*id very useful do 
Ihey prove themselves «¿-route, making 
the tortilla* and cooking tl«? 


j heads of the oxen arc shaded by the broad 
I leaves of the pare/, and their drivers con­ 
! duct, them with a long pole tipped with 
an iron sj ear. 
Such a conglomeration of things as one 
finds in this market place literally beggars 
description. There are pyramids as high 
as your head of cocoanuts and pine-apples, 
and heaps of bananas and oranges, at 
prices that astonish a northerner, for a 
few cents will buy more than he can 
carry away—both inside and out. 
The 
diversity of the natural productions dis­ 
played here testifies to the probability of 
Swiss Robinson’s experiences in the in­ 
genious use he made of many articles 
from nature’s store house. 
For instance— 
W hat do you think of a country whose 
bread and butter grow on trees, whose milk 
flows from some plants and wine from 
others, and where soap, candles, and tal­ 
low are also vegetable products ? 
Truly Mother Earth’s liberality in this j 
little corner of creation is astonishing ! In | 
her wooded solitude* the hunteror traveler 
may find a banquet ready spread to appease 
his hunger and assuage bis thirst. To 1>e 
sure, this vegetable bread, being rather 
tough for any teeth but those of monkeys, 
is vastly bettered by boiling; but on the 
“ butter” (from the fruit cailed aguacate) 
there can be no improvement. The “ milk 
tree,” on being punctured, sends forth a 
cooling lacteal fluid, similar to cows’ milk, 
but with the advantage that it may be 
kept for months without turning rancid. 
The coyal, or “ wine tree,” is more rare, but 
repays a long search. 
It emits a liquid 
resembling our best muscatel, without its 
intoxicating properties. 
In some portions of this maivclous coun­ 
try another tree abounds, from whose 
leaves t he natives extract a substance for fry­ 
ing and lubricating purposes, which an ex­ 
pert could ha: dly distinguish from the best 
beef tallow. The berries of another bush 
make excellent soap, having merely to lie 
moistened and rubbed to become more 
saponaceous than amale, the root in general 
use for soap throughout Mexico and Lower 
California. Then there are castor beans, 
growing wild everywhere, which are as 
useful for illuminating purposes as for fuel 
and medicine. 
A few of the beans stuck 
on a stick aud lighted are better than a 
dozen tallow candles. 
All sorts of tropical fruits are found in 
this market, fresh, dried and preserved, 
including great slabs of 
guava jelly. 
Every stall is hung with strips and rags of 
dried meat (bon can), often side by side 
with switches of jute and false 
hair. 
There arc French-heeled shoes and ox 
hide sandals, white gowns, rainbow-hued 
blankets and gaudy calicos, 
mediates, 
clanking spurs and musical instruments, 
salted fish and other sea food, vegetables, 
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food cr pet-, according to the fancy of the 
buyer, and ten thousand other things, 
coarse and common, choice and strange, 
piled up and spread out in the glowing 
sunshine. 
Here we learned 
that 
the 
famous 
Panama hats are not made in Panama at 
all, but in Guyaquil and Ecuador, and 
received their name from the circumstance 
that the meichants of Panama formerly 
controlled the trade. 
They are made of 
pita liber—a kind of palm—and the native 
women braid them under water. The 
commonest varieties bring from §5 to $20, 
and no wonder they are expensive, for the 
strands are often fifteen feet long and re­ 
quire weeks in weaving. 
I saw one made 
from a single fiber, fine as thread and soft 
as silk, which a woman spent four months 
in braiding, and which was valued at 
$150. 
In several places on the market square 
cock fights were in progress the day 1 vis­ 
ited it, and bets ran high. 
Women, squat­ 
ting on the grouud beside a handful of 
twigs, cooked tortillas and fréjoles for their 
hungry lords and children. 
In the midst 
of the dust and uproar were several musi­ 
cians, with rude marambas, carrying on a 
spirited concert and raking in reales from 
admirers of the favorite -Spanish and In­ 
dian airs. 
Every few moments the trum­ 
pet at the gate of the cuartel flourished in 
and swelled the riot, and all the time the 
hells of San Rafael rattled their rusty 
tongues—but trade was too brisk and cock- 
fighting too alluring for many to tear 
themselves away for the ordinances of reli­ 
gion. 
Meanwhile the sun went down beyond 
the gulf in a blaze of crimson glory, turn­ 
ing the throbbing waters into molten gold, 
which gradually changed to pale green, 
then faded to dull gray. Still the ángelus 
bells continued their shriil reminders— 
*‘Ave M drie! ’Tis the hour of prayer! 
Ave M arie! ’Tis th e hour of love.” 
But the clamor went on unabated, for, 
though the market cries subsided with 
sunset, the cock-pit?, drinking stalls and 
gambling booths were greatly reinforced. 
In many quarters fandangoes were in full 
blast, a brass band piped up in the central 
plaza, and everybody who could lay hands 
on a guitar, mandolin or other musical in­ 
strument gave vent to the melody within 
him. 
And this was Sunday! 
Being the only seaport of account in 
Costa Rica, Puenta Arenas is also a bath- 
ing-p!ace of fashionable resort—tiie Cape 
May of the republic, with the difference 
that the Southern watering-place is patron­ 
ized in winter instead of in summer. The 
season opens in January and closes in 
April, and during those months the “ first 
families ” of the country flock here for a 
taste of the sea, their private cottages ex­ 
tending for miles along the shore. 
They 
have their bathing-boxes, elam-bakes anil 
oyster stews—their picnics and horseback 
parties, much after the manner of the 
Americans; but the amusemeuts are inter­ 
spersed with the rather un-American di- 
vertisements of bull-fighting and fandan­ 
goes.

P la iitiu £ F ru it T rees. 
All orehard trees in California, says the 
Templeton Timex, require to I* placed 
from twenty to twenty-live feet apart. 
In 
order to ascertain the number of trees re­ 
quired to plant a given piece of land, at a 
given distance apart, the following rule 
may be followed : 
Multiply the distance 
iu feet between the rows by the distance 
the plauts are apart in rows, and the pro­ 
duct will be the number of square feet for 
each plant, which divided into the num­ 
ber of feet iu the acre (43.50), will give 
the numl-er of trees to the acre. Trees 
on the almond root require to be in a deep, 
well-drained and warm soil. Almonds 
succeed best on their own roots ; some 
varieties of (teaches also. French prunes 
and some other varieties of plums do 
well on the almond root, in the above­ 
described soil. Trees on the j*each root 
will succeed in a greater variety of soils; 
a gravelly soil, a red bill soil, a sandy 
river bottom, or a 
moderately heavy 
land, will not nourish and preserve the 
peach root. 
The Myrobolan plum root 
is the best fur most varieties of prunes and 
plums, but it requires a rich, moist land to 
produce the best results, and will do well on 
in quite a heavy soil. The apple and pear 
on their own roofs only recuire a rich deep 
land, and will take a goo 1 deal of moisture, 
especially the latter. The .cherry requires 
deep, sandy learn, along the creek l»eds, to 
bring it to perfection. "The Mazzard is the 
only stock on which to wcrk it in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The apricot on peach root will 
thrive in the same «oils as the peach on 
pear root; on its own root it «¿11 not do so 
well in shallow soil. 
W hat applies to the 
peach applies similarly to the nectarine. 
The quince will grow in very wet land. 
The walnut requires a very deep, rich land. 
The olive is said to produce the finest 
quality of fruit on rocky hillsides, but will 
make a correspondingly larger tree in 
richer soil, and will also produce larger 
crop*. 
The Myrobolan plum (Pj-uxus 
mgro'ana) is the best plum stock, and is 
generally the best root for the French 
prune. 
I would caution planters, however, 
against buying trees raised upon Myro- 
bolan stocks which have grown from cut­ 
tings. A seedling is much hardier and 
more vigorous. 
Neither is the Myrobolan 
a good stock for the apricot ur peach. For 
small gardens, or where the soil is very 
wet, it may be well to use the St. Julien 
plum stock for peaches and apricots.

anee of such a day, formally recommended 
by the civil authorities, was not unusual in 
Europe at an earlier date. 
In Holland the 
first anniversary of the deliverance of the 
city of Leyden from the siege, October 3, 
1575, was kept as a religious festival of 
thanksgiving and praise. 
In the English 
Church service, the 5th of November is 
so celebrated, in commemoration of the 
discovery of the gunpowder plot. 
One of the most remarkable thanksgiv­ 
ing customs on record prevailed in South­ 
ampton and Easthampton, Long Island. 
Montauk point, which consists of 9,000 
acres, was owned by numerous proprietors 
in these towns, and used as a common past­ 
urage for stock. The time of driving the 
herds home to winter was fixed at a meet­ 
ing by the town council, “ and it came,” 
says the historian, “ to be a rule from the 
period beyond which the, memory of man 
runneth not. that the Thursday of the 
iveek following the return of the cattle 
from Montauk should be observed as a day 
of thanksgiving.” 
A t an early period of New England his­ 
tory, certain periods of prosperity were 
often made the occasions ol public thanks­ 
givings, or feasts, andoften a day of fasting 
and "prayer was turned into a dsv of 
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thanksgiving by what seemed an immedi 
ate answer to their prayers. 
Perhaps, to 
recall to our minds the first Thanksgiving 
of the Pilgrim Fathers may put us to the 
blush. Often ou this day have I heard 
such remarks as “I have no thanks to 
g ive; I have nothing for which to be

A G ood C em en t. 
Very often a form of cement is required 
around shops and mills for filling cracks in 
stone and brick work. 
New factories, 
especially, often develop awkward cracks 
between the window fratpes and the brick 
walls, aud during the cold months the air 
entering hero will largely reduce the eoal- 
pile. 
Procure a lot of paint, old paint if possi­ 
ble, from a dealer; the skins forming on 
top of the paints.settlings from the bottom 
of paint pots, and, in fact, any refuse which 
contains oil, zinc, or other mineral lardy, 
may be use for the purpose. 
Reluce this mass, especially if hardened 
from continued standing exposed to air, to 
the consistency of cream by soaking in 
cheap oil. 
Heating maybe resorted to if 
the hard paints cannot otherwise be soft­ 
ened. 
When the whole has become soft enough 
to be stirred into a homogenous mass, more 
oil may be added, and the whole worked 
through a sieve, and then run through an 
ordinary paint mill. 
A quantity of common whiting is next to 
he worked into the oil and paint, much in 
the way as when ordinary putty is to be 
made. The thickness of this putty, as we 
may now call it, should not be as dense as 
when used for glazing. 
When the whiting has been thoroughly 
mixed in and the mass well worked over, 
add a quantity of good Portland cement 
sufficient to bring the putty to a con­ 
sistency, which will enable it to be han­ 
dled readily. 
W hen in this state the putty may be 
worked into cracks in brick or stone work 
much as ordinary putty is used when al­ 
lowed to set anil harden, and it will be­ 
come nearly as hard as iron, impervious to 
moisture and any reasonable degree of 
heat.— The. Miller. 


A W on d rou s W ea th er P la n t. 
An English contemporary, the Pall Mall 
Gazette, says that a remarkable “ weather 
plant ” continues to attract attention there, 
and that men of science who at first were 
unwilling to express an opinion of its prog­ 
nosticating virtues, now agree, after exten­ 
sive experiments, that the shrub is in truth 
prophetic. Thirty-two 
thousand 
trials, 
made during the last three years, tend to 
prove its infallibility. The plant seems to 
be a biennial, commonly known as the 
paternoster pea, a native of Corsica and 
Tunis. 
The 
more delicate leaves at 
its 
upper branches foretell the state 
of the weather forty-eight hours in ad­ 
vance, 
while 
its 
lower and 
hardier 
leaves indicate all atmospheric changes 
three days beforehand. The indications 
consist in a change in the position of the 
leaves, and in the rise and fall of the 
twigs and branches. 
There are many plants, the leaves of 
which are sensitive to heat, cold, dark­ 
ness and light, as well ¡is changes of the 
weather, a large number belonging to the 
great family leguminosa-. One, the sensi­ 
tive plant, folds up its leaves at night. 
Some flowers open at night and close dur­ 
ing the day, and vice versa. 
We do not think the paternoster will 
prove an infallible weather prognosticate» 
for three days previous to a change of the 
weather. 
Nevertheless, wc respectfully 
commend this not new but old legume to 
the attention of the signal service. 
It 
may possibly assist these wise men iu cor­ 
rectly prognosticating the 
weather—at 
least twenty-four hours ahead. 


H o w to K eep Toolg. 
A machinist says: 
Keep your tools 
handy and in good condition. 
Every tool 
should have its exact place and should 
always be kept there when not in use. 
Having a chest or any receptacle, with a 
lot of tools thrown into it promiscuously, 
is just as had as putting the notes into an 
organ without regard to their proper place. 
If a man wants a wrench, chisel or ham­ 
mer, it’s somewhere in the box or chest, or 
somewhere else, and the search begins. 
Sometimes it is found, perhaps sharp, per­ 
haps dull, may be broken, and by the time 
it :s found he has spent time enough to 
pay for several tools of the kind wanted. 
The habit of throwing every tool down, 
anyhow, in any way, or in any place, 
is one of the roost detestable habits a 
man can possibly get into. 
It is only a 
matter of habit to correct this. 
It may 
take a moment more to lay a tool up care­ 
fully after usintr, but the time is more than 
equalized when you want to use it again, 
and so it is time saved.

To take up a dull saw or a dull 
chisel, and try to do any kind of work 
with it. is worse than pulling a boat 
with a broom, and it all come3 from throw­ 
ing down tools carelessly—habit. To say 
you have no time to sharpen is worse than 
outright lying, for if you have time to use 
a dull tool, you have time to put it in 
good order.

said she ‘represented the wisdom of the 
world.’ 
STEADY NERVES NEEDED. 
“At times things are not so pleasant. 
Just fancy—and this happened—m37 wife 
going out of her tent in Afghanistan be­ 
fore breakfast and finding a few steps from 
where she had been sleeping the bodies 
of two men who had been murdered but a 
few minués before ! It takes a woman of 
steady nerves to see such things.” 
“ Well, how about the baggage she car­ 
ries?

“ We don’t keep tally, but I think that 
for not less .than twenty-three times lias 
Mrs. Ker's life been in peril. 
I don’t 
count my scrapes. 
I quite exult over Mrs. 
Ker, for they never tried to hang her yet, 
and I was very near it once—by the token 
of my having had a noose around my 
neck, the knot under my left ear, and hav­ 
ing been lifted off' the grouud. 
My wife 
has crossed the water only eighty-six 
times so far, and is 102 times behind me 
on that record, but take it all together, 
since we have been married she has gone 
over 105,000 miles.”—.Yetc fork Times.

Unlike China and Coreii, 
Japan allows parents to invite a young 
gentleman to their house as their guest, 
but he devotes his time to the parents, and 
the daughter may play the koto, or enter­ 
tain him in other ways, but she is noticed 
no more than a colored servant-woman by 
a guest in a Southern home. 
It seems 
strange to us that custom can so control 
feelings and sentiment, espe.ially when 
every day we see here at home young men 
doing the exact opposite, ignoring parents 
and older members of the family, and 
feigning more interest in the young women 
than they really feel. 
Marriages in Japan 
are carried on much as they used to be, 
the parents making the choice, but nowa­ 
days if it chance that either young lady or 
gentleman, seeing the other, object to’ be­ 
come husband or wife, the parents do not 
force the matter, and, as a rule, babies are 
not betrothed by their parents as they are 
in some other Asiatic countries. 
Neither 
are women so secluded as they are in those 
countries, for nearly as many Japanese 
women are to be seen on tiie streets in 
Japan as are American women in this 
country. 
In fact, the Japanese woman or 
girl is to Asia what the American girl is to 
Europe.—American Magazine.

Proper clothing for November includes 
soft, firm woolen textures next the skin. If 
some of the various varieties of health 
wear cannot be obtained, a good substitute 
may be found in vests and pants made of 
pure flannel. 
Looseness of fit is essential; 
for in such pliable folds as these garments 
are forced into by pressure of outer garb, 
body heat is entangled as in a net and re­ 
tained, while outside cold is barred en­ 
trance. 
My patients often say to me: 
“ Doctor, I cannot bear wool next my skin. 
It causes intolerable itching and is uncom­ 
fortable.” 
“ \ ery well,” is the answer, 
“ but try it just for twenty-four hours 
longer; and if you are still’ restless you 
may change.” 
Inside the given time, 
cutaneous nerves have become accustomed 
to the new-comer, and have welcomed him 
as a far better frie id than the one set 
aside; and in a week the most delicate 
patient would not change back again at all. 
Besides additional warmth, there is an 
electrical action aroused by friction of wool 
against human skin that promotes capillary 
circulation, keeps skin functions going and 
largely contributes to general health in 
that singular way which I have named for 
want of better term, vitalizing power. For 
electricity is close kin to life ; how near, 
no one can tell.—Dr. W. F. Hutchinson.

A 11 old woman i>y 
that now immortal name did live in Fred­ 
erick in those day.*, but she never saw < ien- 
eral Jackson, and General Jackson never 
saw Barbara Freitchie. 
I was with him 
every minute of the time he was in that 
city; he was there only twice, and nothing 
like the scene so graphically described by 
the poet ever happened.” 
I ie thea goes 
on to detail how Union flags were flouted 
before him by two pretty girls and their 
mother in Middleton. 
But Mrs. Frietehie had a flag, and she 
did wave it, but not on the 6th to Jack­ 
son’s men, but on the 12th to Burnside’s. 
Here is the story ¡is told by Mrs. Abbott, 
Mr.*. Handschue’s daughter: 
“Jackson 
and his men had been in Frederick, and 
had left a short time before. 
We were 
glad that the rebels liad gone and that our 
troops came. My mother and I lived al­ 
most opposite aunt’s place. She and my 
mother’s cousin, H arriet Youer, lived 
together. 
Mo.her said I should go and 
see aunt, and tell her not to be frightened. 
You know that aunt was then almost 96 
years old. 
When I reached aunt’s place 
she knew as much as 1 did about matters, 
and cousin H arriet was with her. 
They 
were on the front porch, and aunt was 
leaning on the cane she always carried. 
When the troops marched along aunt 
waved her hand, and cheer after cheer 
went up from the men as they saw her. 
Some even ran into the yard. 
‘God bless 
you, old lady,’ ‘Let me take you by the 
hand,’ ‘May you live long, you dea'r old 
soul,’ cried one after the other, as they 
rushed into the yard. Aunt, being rather 
feeble, and in order to save her as much 
as we could, Cousin H arriet Youer said, 
‘Aunt ought to have a flag to wave." 
The 
flag was hidden in the family Bible, and 
Cousin H arriet got it and gave it to aunt. 
Then she waved the flag to the men and 
they cheered her as they went by. 
She 
was very patriotic and the troops all knew 
of her.” 
The real story of the flag-waving has 
been told by Joseph Walker, of Washing­ 
ton, in the Baltimore Herald of Septem­ 
ber 29, 1884. 
Mr. W alker is son-in-law 
of the real heroine, and gave the follow­ 
ing account when interviewed by a repre­ 
sentative of the paper: “ I’ll tell you the 
exact 
particulars,” said 
Mr. 
iValker, 
“and they have never been given cor­ 
rectly before. 
In the first place, there 
were none of the poetic incidents men­ 
tioned by W hittier. There was no win­ 
dow-sill and there was 110 old woman 
about it. 
Mrs. Mary A. Quantreil was at 
that time a woman of 32, black-haired 
and very pretty. 
Her husband was then 
at work as a compositor on the National 
Intelligencer at Washington, D. C., and 
Mrs. Quantreil was living in Frederick 
with her children. O11 the day that Stone­ 
wall Jackson passed through Frederick, 
she and her little daughter were standing 
at the gate. They had several small 
Union flags, which they brought there to 
wave as tiie Confederate troops passed by. 
Virgie was waving a small Hag, many of 
the rebel soldiers calling out, “ Throw 
down that flag!” but the little girl kept 
waving it. Suddenly a Lieutenant drew 
his sword and cut the staff in two, the flag 
falling to the ground. 
The littlegirl then 
waved another. This, too, was cut from 
her hand. 
Then Mrs. Quantreil waved 
a larger flag in a conspicuous manner until 
Jackson and his men had marched past 
her house. She was not molested. Some 
of the officers raised their hats to her, say­ 
ing : ‘To you, madam, not your flag.’ * 
* 
lh e Quantreil family are in possession of 
letters from \ \ hittier, acknowledging his 
mistake. 
Mr. W hittier says he derived 
his information from Mrs. E. D. E. N. 
Southworth, the sensational novelist.” * * 
Mr. \\ alker gave a diagram of the streets 
in that portion of Frederick, showing that 
“ Barbara Frietehie” did not live on Jack­ 
son’s line of march ; that her house was a 
block and a half around the corner, and so 
situated that she could not have gotten a 
sight at his troops without leaving her 
preinises; that the good old dame never 
claimed the honor of waving a flag on that 
day; and that all Frederick knew that 
-Mrs. Quantreil, and not Barbara Friet- 
chie, should have been immortalized by 
the Quaker poet. 
There is much other evidence to hand— 
by leading citizens of Frederick 
and 
others—to the same effect; hut what we 
have given seems ample. 
•T h e manner in which the Frietehie 
legend originated,” says the authority we 
have already quoted, “ was very simple. 
A Frederick lady visited 
Washington 
some time after the invasion of 1S62, and 
spoke of the open sympathy and valor of 
Barbara Frietehie. ’ The story was told 
again and again, and it never lost in the 
telling. 
Mr. W hittier received his first 
knowledge of it from Mrs. E. D. E. N. 
Southworth, the novelist, who is a resident 
of Washington. 
When Mrs. Southworth 
wrote to Mr. W hittier concerning Barbara, 
she inclosed a newspaper slip reciting the 
circumstances of Barbara Frietchie’s action 
when Lee entered Frederick. 
W hen Air. 
W hittier wrote the poem he followed as 
closely as possible the account sent him at 
the time.”—Am.

After dinner at the leading hotel of the 
place, a more pretentious hosterly than 
they had met since leaving the Massasoit 
of Springfield, our friends started out for a 
stroll through the town, and ultimately 
found themselves in the cemetery which is 
located upon a hill a little south of and 
overlooking the depot, and from which 
the photographic view was taken. 
Here, 
as they wandered among the tombs of this 
charming resting-place of the dead, calling 
bits of wisdom from the various inscrip­ 
tions, all reminding them of their end, 
they came rather unexpectedly upon the 
monument of “Jim ” Fisk, the financial 
hero of Black Friday. 
It is an imposing 
and beautiful structure of white granite 
from the quarries of Dommerston, a little 
way up the river, ami was erected by his 
widow at a cost of $200,000. 
It consists of 
a shaft mounted iqion a square liase, at 
the four corners of which are life-size 
figures of commerce, finance, hanking and 
railroading, all charmingly conceived and 
admirably executed. 
-Esthetically con­ 
sidered, it is a rare and beautiful piece of 
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i iyr^rot to mention one pleasant feature 
of the closing of the Columbus exhibit; it 
wa~ the banquet given to the Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of Columhus. 
They tendered the free use of the City 
H ali to the California State Board of 
Trade and we thought a fruit and wine 
banquet (the products of California) would 
be as fitting a tribute for their generositv 
as could be rendered them. 
W ith the in­ 
vited guests, which included members of 
the press, the guests numbered seventy in 
sdl, and a very pleasant evening was spent. 
Several toasts were offered and responded 
to very eloquently and facetiously. The 
following were some of the toasts : 
“ The 
Citizens of Sacramento,” “ City of Colum­ 
bus;’ “ The 
Press,” 
“ California State 
Board of Trade,” “ The Ladies,” “ Ohio,” 
etc. 
All who participated in the banquet 
went home seemingly well satisfied and 
pleaded that they had attended. 
It was 
the first fruit and wine banqnet any of the 
Columbns people had ever attended, and 
all testified to their appreciation of it, and 
of the State Board of Trade and tire citi­ 
zens of-Sacramento for their generositv. 
There were sufficient supplies left for each 
to take home a bottle of wine and a 
basket of fruit. 
We were assisted at the 
banquet by C. H . Hubbard and Albert 
Leonard of our city. 
From Columbus we visited New York. 
Tkirtv-threo years since the writer was 
last there have indeed made a change in 
the growth of that city. The old land­ 
marks have most all disappeared and 
buildings of architectural beauty have 
been erected in their places. 
It took a 
Pacific coast man to show them how to 
build towards heaven. 
When D. O. Mills 
Started to imild a ten-story building many 
old New York business men (so 1 was in­ 
formed by one of the old citizens) pre­ 
dicted it would be a financial failure; hut 
time has proven they were mistaken, as 
the building is most all occupied, at good 
rents. They hade a fine restaurant in one 
of tne upper stories, which is used prin­ 
cipally by the occupants of the building. 
A grand view of the bay and city can be 
had from the roof. 
The Tribune, Field, New York Life and 
Equitable are buildings equal to those in 
any other city in the world in archi­ 
tectural grandeur. 
The Statue of Liberty 
in New York harbor, with her long hand 
pointing heavenward, in which she holds 
the beacon light that guides the mariner 
to this harbor of safety—a gift from Bar­ 
tholdi to the Uoited States—is one of the 
many things all Americans should feel 
proud of. 
Central Park is a beautiful place, with 
its broad lawns and noble old trees, but we 
miss the prolusion of llowers seen in Golden 
Gate Park. Central Park contains 862 
acres, has 91 miles of drive and 28 miles of 
•walk. 
It is a sight to see—the fiue turn­ 
outs, with their livery, and the richly- 
dressed occupants, as they drive past you, 
in long processions; the horses even par­ 
take of the dignity of the occasion. The 
occupants look as {hough they were gotten 
up for dress-parade ; they are so dignified, 
and seem to take little interest in what 
surrounds them. 
Philadelphia, the next place visited, 
covers a greater area than New York. 
It 
was originally laid out two miles square. 
Adjoining additions were added and in­ 
corporated into cities until Philadelphia 
was gradually built up to them ; then the 
various governments (the cities being so 
close) 
began 
to 
clash 
with 
each 
other, 
until 
finally 
they 
were all 
swallowed up 
by 
Philadelphia, and 
she reincorporated, taking in the whole 
county. 
They now have ten miles square, 
and number between 900,000 and 1,000,000 
inhabitants. The streets, with few excep­ 
tions, are very narrow, being only 30 feet 
between curbings of sidewalks—not of 
sufficient width to admit of two street­ 
car ;; icks being built upon any street, ex- 
cep' ig Market and one other street. 
It is 
very difficult for a stranger to keep run of 
them . ;s they do not return on the same, 
ano 
great many instances not upon the 
nev. trcet, hut three or four blocks off. 
The ’able lines are not as well built and 
do ' t run near as smoothly as the San 
Francisco lines. They have generally two 
car-, and they jerk and bounce around so 
the.’, it is difficult to stand in them without 
getting; thrown down. 
The cars cannot 
cross each others cables with the grip at­ 
tached, but at such places they have horses 
to pull them across; also, when one line 
runs onto another (as from H aight into 
M arket street), they have horses to pull 
the ears to the mam line. 
Philadelphia excels all other cities in 
the United States in several things. Her 
city hall is the largest, or will he, of any 
in the world, when completed. 
It has cost 
to the present time $14,000,000, and will 
take $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 more to com­ 
plete it. 
It is built of hriek and white 
marble, covers over four acres of ground, 
and has five hundred rooms in it, aud lias 
three elevators, one carrying people to the 
top of the dome. The dome is now 279 
feet high. 
It is proposed to carry it 276 
feet higher, with the tower, making it the 
highest dome and tower in the world, the 
next one in liieht, I believe, is in Cologne. 
The United States will 
then 
have 
the 
highest 
monument 
(Washington) 
and the highest dome and tower in the 
world. 
In ascending to the top of the 
present tower, upon the elevator it makes 
one ’weak in the knees,” but once up there 
you feel apply rewarded, as a finer view is 
seldom seen. 
You can trace the old Dela­ 
ware river for many miles as it winds on 
its course to the sea. 
Ocean steamers and 
ships can he seen for twenty miles, ascend­ 
ing and descending its smooth sheet of 
water. 
On the other side of the river you can 
set* almost across the “foreign country” of 
Ni ••* Jersey. 
In another direction you see 
th * Aileghanies lifting their heads heaven­ 
wards, and trains after trains of ears com- 
iug and going in all directions. 
It is a 
view the eye does not get tired looWng at, 
and one regrets to leave it. Speaking of 
cars to give an idea of the immense pas- 
ser.ger traffic to and from Philadelphia, I 
will mention that over 250 passenger trains 
ar o f and depart from Broad-strect station 
a. ■ c each day, Sundays excepted. That 
St.: > a is owned and the cars that run 
in to it, are under the control of the Penn­ 
sylvania Central Railroad, which employs 
10,8u0 persons. 
Besides this, there is the 
Baltimore and Ohio, the Pennsylvania and 
Reading, the Lehigh Valley and other 
roads, which all have their separate depots. 
So I do not hesitate to say that over 600 
pa--eager trains arrive and depart from 
Philadelphia each day, Sundays excepted, 
which 1 think is a greater number than 
leave and arrive from any other city iu the 
world. 
Philadelphia has also the largest munic­ 
ipal park of any other city in the United 
States, known as Fairmount. 
It contains 
3,500 acres and is much handsomer than 
Central Park, in New York, in many 
respects. The Zoological Gardens have 
a larger collection of animals than the one 
at Central Park. 
To sit upon the porch of 
the "Cottage” in Fairmount Park, which 
is built upon its highest elevation, and 
watch the crowd of people and the large 
number of vehicles as they pass by, is a 
pleasure not often enjoyed'. The grand 
old chestnut trees, laden with chestnuts, 
are scattered all through the woods of the 
par k . 
# 
S o one should visit Philadelphia with­ 
out seeing the establishment of John 
Wcnnamaker. 
A day can not be more 
plea-antly spent. 
I did not get the time 
to devote"a day to looking through it, yet 
] . mid not have seen ali lie had there iu 
a day. 
He keeps most everything men- 
tio n ib le: Stationery, books of all kinds, 
clothing, dress-goods, carpets, furniture, 
tin -ware, 
millinery, confectionery, etc. 
H is building is two and three stories high, 
and covers a block of ground. 
H e em­ 
ploys thirty-five hundred persons in his 
retail department, and has over fifty de­ 


livery wagons. 
In holiday seasons his 
help numbers five thousand persons. 
He 
employs more women than men. 
In fact, 
the majority of salesmen in all dry aud 
fancy-goods stores in New York and I’hia- 
delphia are women. 
Wannamaker also 
employes four hundred and thirty-four 
traveling salesmen and two hundred clerks 
in his wholesale department, which is run 
under the name of Hood, Banbrigbt & 
Co. 
The building is six stories high and 
covers half a block. They can handle and 
pack $100,000 worth of goods in a day. 
The annual sales of the retail department is 
$13,000,000, and the wholesale, $12,000,000. 
The retail house is only exceeded by one 
other establishment, and that is in London. 
H elias a restaurant in the basement of 
his establishment, where it is said they 
furnish as good a meal as can be had 
in the city. 
He also lias a hoarding- 
house, reading-room, etc., for his employes. 
I t was my pleasure, through an invita­ 
tion extended me by Mr. Godwin, a mer­ 
chant in Philadelphia, to visit the Girard 
College. 
It was on Sunday and the hoys, 
1,379 in number, assembled in the chapel to 
listen to the leading ot the scripture and 
remarks 
made by Mr. Godwin. 
Mr. 
Girard decreed in his will, that no min­ 
ister of any denomination should he per­ 
mitted to enter the inclosure of the col­ 
lege, so the President selects from among 
the business men and others those he 
wishes to address the boys each Sabbath. 
It was a pleasant though sad sight to see 
those orphan and half orphan hoys, all 
neatly clad, marching in military order to 
their seats in the chapel, a building that 
will seat as many as the Clunie Opera 
house. 
After the services were over, H. 
D. Gregory, Ph. D., LL D. and Vice­ 
President of the college, kindly showed us 
through the various wards and buildings. 
They have there rooms in which is located 
the mechanical department, where the 
boys are taught to make and design their 
patterns for their work ; then mold it in 
the foundry and finish in the machine 
shop. 
The buildings are so complete that 
1 do not see how they could he improved 
upon, and cleanliness in the building and 
with the children is something that seems 
the study of those in charge, as everything 
is as tidy as it cculd he. 
They employ 
fifty-six teachers. 
It requires nearly 300 
persons, including teachers, to carry on the 
establishment. 
The buildings and grounds are valued at 
$3,150,000, and the total residuary fund of 
the Girard estate is $10,831,720 22. 
The 
receipts of the estate exceeded the expense 
of keeping up the college and other build­ 
ings over $150,000 in 1887, aud increases 
each year. 
It’s a pity there are not more 
Girards. 
Philadelphia owns her water and gas 
works. 
Her deLt is $60,000,000. agiinst 
which she has a -inking fund of $23,000,­ 
000. 
The water rates are regulated hv the 
number of faucets in a house, and are col­ 
lected from propertv-holders annually with 
the taxes. The average rate for the State, 
countv and city tax of Philadelphia is 
$1 85. 
I visited Independence H all with Mr. 
Leonard. 
We gazed upon the old hell, 
which is hung from the ceiling joists of the 
building, 
the chairs 
occupied by the 
signers of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, the old inkstand used on that occa­ 
sion, and the original copy of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, written upon a large 
sheet of parchment. There also hangs the 
original painting 
of 
Washington and 
M artha Washington ; also of many signers 
of that memorable document. 
When one 
looks upon all these emblems of liberty, 
and recognizes that he stands upon the 
very floor where the first hold stroke of the 
pen was made that severed us from our 
mother country and made us a republic, 
lie feels his patriotism as he never felt it 
before, and the heart is filled with emotion 
as the mind runs back to the day these 
deeds were consummated. 
The Drexels iiave just completed a fine 
ten-story building, built of marble and 
brick, a block away from Independence 
Hall, to which will he moved the Stock 
Exchange, Drexel’s Bank and many of the 
leading offices of the millionaires of the 
city. 
Although 
Philadelphia 
is 
called a 
straight-laced city, I think her citizens 
patronize the theaters and operas more 
than any city in the United States. 
1 saw a great many California grapes 
upon the various fruit stands, mostly 
Tokays and Muscats. 
The prices asked 
were a dollar a basket—of five pounds, 
much too high to he a commercial commod­ 
ity, and will have to be sold below that 
figure before we can expect to sell a large 
amount aud to all towns, as they can he 
purchased only by the rich. 
1 find they 
ask the same price in New York, which is 
greatly to our disadvantage. 
W ith cheap rates and greatly reduced 
prices it will he impossible for California 
to raise a sufficient quantity of fruit to sup­ 
ply the demand. 
I found many cities of 
5,000 inhabitants and upwards that had 
never seen a California peach or grape. 
Take Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin, if 
the fruit was properly distributed those 
States alone would consume all the fruit 
we are now raising. 
I did not see 
a respectable orchard in all my travels; 
and 
the 
citizens of 
all 
the West­ 
ern 
States 
would 
consider 
it 
a 
treat indeed if they could secure our fruit. 
From what I have noticed, I am well 
convinced that our fruit industry cannot 
he overdone. 
Cheap rates 
and rapid 
transit is all we require. 
Having concluded my business in Phila­ 
delphia, I left on the 16th of October. 
I 
arrived in Indianapolis on the 17th. On 
the morning of the 18th I proceedeil 
through a pouring rain to the residence of 
General Harrison. 
He resides in a pleas­ 
ant part of the city and has a very com­ 
fortable home. 
His house is neat yet 
plainly furnished. He receives every one 
very cordially, making one feel perfectly 
at home. 
He was very cheerful, and 
seemed confident of his election, and did 
not look as though the great number who 
had called upon him or the large number 
of addresses he had made had worried 
him. H e impresses you at once as a leader, 
and who if elected is capable of taking the 
reins of the Government in his own hand 
without 
the 
aid of any 
lieutenants. 
Though it was raining very hard 1 found a 
few callers from the northern part of In­ 
diana. 
I presented him with the copy of 
resolutions prepared by the Hoosier Ciub 
of our city, explaining to him the cause of 
the delay. 
He accepted them and said he 
would reply to them. After a few minutes’ 
conversation, I departed believing I had 
conversed and shaken hands with our next 
President. 
When I last visited Indianapolis it had 
a population of about 30,000, and it was 
rather an inferior looking place. 
Now it 
is one of the finest cities in the West, hav­ 
ing some 90,000 in population, and is a 
great manufacturing and railroad center. 
The railroad companies have just com­ 
pleted the handsomest de[>ot, without a 
doubt, in the United States. 
From here I visited my native town, 
and experienced the feeling of a boy who 
had been from home for years, and was 
just returning. 
W hat a great desire there 
is to visit one’s native place and ramble 
over the ground and meet the friends of 
our childhood days. There is a tie that 
we never forget, and we feel like repeating 
the old, old 
song of “ Home Again. 
Alas! many faces have disappeared, many 
of them having crossed “ the dark river.” 
Others are scattered over the United 
States. A great many are pioneering in 
the West, and others who remain have 
grown almost out of recognition. Still 
there remain many landmarks that we re­ 
cognize. 
But 32 years make a more won­ 
derful change than we anticipate. A small 
town of 800 has grown into a city of 5,000 
and become quite cosmopolitan. 
The lands in Indiana for fertility will 
compare favorably with any in the United 
States. Corn seems to be the principal 
crop raised. 
It is mostly fed to stock, and 
the stock sold. 
Farmers claim that they 
realize treble for their fodder in that way. 
The bottom lands produce 60 to 100 bush­ 
els cf corn to the acre, for which they re­ 
alize 25 to 30 cents per bushel. 
Uplands 
sell for $30 to $40 per acre, not as good as 
our foothill land; bottom land $60 to $100 
per acre. 
My time being short and ticket limited, 
I have to hasten homeward, stopping a day 
at Denver and Salt Lake. 
Denver is one 
of the busy and enterprising cities of the 
far West. It is the terminus of five trans­ 
continental roads, beside several branch 
roads, three roads running to Leadville. 
Railroads must pay when three will be 


built through a country like" that between 
; Denver and Leadville. 
Denver is built upon slightly rolling 
' ground, sufficient for good drainage ; the 
elevation is 5,170 feet. It would bethought 
from the elevation that it was in the 
mountains, hut such is not the case; the 
country approaching and surrounding it is 
mostly level. The rise is so gradual from 
Omaha that it is scarcely perceptible. 
They claim a population of 70,000, and 
property is very high. 
Their lots are 
25x160, and a lot five miles from the center 
of the city sells for $800. 
1 give the people of Denver credit for 
their energy. 
They have a fine High 
School building. City Hall, and County 
Court-house. Ih ev put the blush on rnanv 
larger and older cities. They also have "a 
beautiful club-house building and an ele­ 
gant structure used by the Board of Trade. 
Buildiug material is much cheaper than 
I thought, from the long distance it is 
lianled. 
Rough lumber is $18 to $20; 
surface, $30 to $35 per thousand. A great 
deal of lumber is brought from Texas. 
Brick are laid in the wall for $10 per M. 
W ater rates are charged by the room $2 ; 
$5 for closet and $5 for bath; $10 for lot 
25x160 for irrigating. 
These are annual 
rates, and collected with the taxes. The 
rate of taxes averages about $2 50 per 
annum. 
A great many of the early settlers of 
Denver have made fortunes speculating in 
real estate. 
For the size of the city there 
are more brick dwellings than in any city 
I have seen. 
Large fields of alfalfa are 
grown around Denver, all by irrigation, 
the water being taken from the Platte 
river. 
We left Denver in the morning and 
passed over the Bio Grande railroad, along 
which the scenery is grand, but not so 
much so as other I have seen. 
At Salt 
Lake we stopped a day. 
My letter being 
now loDger than I intended, 1 will not 
take the space to describe what I saw 
there. 
In conclusion : taking the large amount 
of territory I have traveled over since I 
left home, and seeing the great number of 
cities larger than Sacramento that were 
small villages only a few years ago, and 
that have not the rich country surround­ 
ing them, or the facilities for making a 
large and prosperous city that we have, 1 
return home with the belief that our city 
will double in population in the next ten 
years. All it requires is energy and deter­ 
mination upon the part of the citizen 
A prominent exhibit of California’s 
product one-half the size of that of the 
California State Board of Trade in San 
Francisco, located in Chicago and Phila­ 
delphia, with an energetic man in charge, 
distributing invitations on all trains and 
hotels to visit the same, would he the 
means of sending more people to Califor­ 
nia in the next two years than have come 
here the past ten. 
As there are thousands thinking of 
coming to our State, and it only requires a 
very little effort upou our part to get the 
processio.n to move, stop spending mouev 
in our own State in making exhibits, and 
put it East where it will reach the fount­ 
ain-head. Once they are here it is an 
easy matter to convince anyone what we 
can produce. 
We have room for millions 
more, aud in my judgment you will secure 
them ranch faster in the way I have sug­ 
gested than any other. 
W ith this I hid you adieu, as we are 
once more in the clime that our Eastern 
brethren would give millions to possess.

P e tr o le u m W ell» in R u rin a h . 
Tiie petroleum field of Yenangyoong 
extends over an urea of sixteen square 
mileF, the physical conformation of which 
reprodtites almost exactly that of the oil 
produci::; district in Baku in the Russian 
Caucasus. 
Bure crumbling ridges alter­ 
nating with deep, dry gullies, half choked 
with sand, while every here and there you 
come upon a black, narrow and seemingly 
unfathonable chasm in the parched earth, 
all around the mouth of which the dusty, 
yellowish-gray surface 
is spotted with 
pools of thick, dark, glutinous liquid, as if 
some hoy giant had been set to fill a num­ 
ber of colossal jars of molasses, and had 
done it so awkwardly as to spill the 
precious fluid all over the place. 
The petroleum wells of Yenangyoong 
are about 300 in number, and vary in 
depth from 200 to 320 feet. They have 
been worked for a considerable period, 
but hitherto without much success, partly 
on account of the unskillful and costly 
system adopted by the natives, and partly 
on account of the ingrained rapacity of 
the Burmese Government, which, up to 
the very latest moment of its existence, 
never failed to lay its greedy claws upon 
every native industry which showed the 
slightest token 
of yielding 
any profit 
whatever, thereby verifying to the letter 
a famous passage in the ancient Brahmin 
hymn to the five-headed deity of n ig h t: 
“ The priest is one of thy mouths, and 
with that mouth thou devourest the peo­ 
ple ; the King is one of thy mouths, and 
with that mouth thou devourest everv- 
boiy.” 
The oil yielded by the Yenangyoong 
wells is somewhat lighter than the ordi­ 
nary color, and unusually thin when first 
taken out, although after having been ex­ 
posed to the air for some time (more espe­ 
cially in cold weather) it shows a tendency 
to become thick and glutinous. As re­ 
gards its quality, the resident experts are 
not altogether of one mind, hut all alike 
agree in pronouncing it far inferior to the 
American article, and not likely to com­ 
pare favorably even with the best quality 
of petroleum yielded by the Russian oil 
wells at Baku.—N . Y. Times. 


science has taught, and of which the list 
is certainly not exhausted. The vulgar­ 
ization of anaesthetics justifies as much 
alarm for the future of the race as the 
vulgarization of chemical science in the 
preparation of explosives does for the fut­ 
ure of our public buildings. 
Ladies now 
talk of morphine, cocaine and antipyrine 
as they talk of frills and furbelows. Their 
language reminds one of the jars and 
phials of a chemist’s shop. 
Doctors in 
the first instance initiated them into the 
mysteries of anaesthetics, and now the 
faculty has no secrets to withhold from 
them on this head. 
The abuse of ana-stlietics, although not 
confined to women, is a vice which they 
have seized upon—at all events, in this 
part of the world—as though it were 
specially intended for them. 
There is 
something in the nature of woman which 
makes her liable to respond to the fas­ 
cinating power of these drugs with fatal 
readiness, ami which breaks her will to 
resist their spell when it has once ob­ 
tained a hold on her. 
W hat this some­ 
thing is, others may perhaps explain. 
The Prazel needle has been the death of 
many a woman in France. The vice is 
one almost wholly confined 
to polite 
society. 
Lack of stamina and high ner­ 
vous development so characteristic of the 
ladies who move—who are always on the 
move—in the upper circles of Paris lile 
are the conditions which almost invariably 
lead to it. 
Women so organized, and who 
lead such lives, are typical subjects of 
neuralgia in all its forms, from toothache 
to those intercostal pains which make 
many people believe they have heart dis­ 
ease.

She will take it as a warning to 
change her habits, hut insists on having it 
quelled immediately by her doctor so th it 
her plans may not he upset. The doctor 
can do it—doctors can do wonderful tilings 
nowadays—although in conquering dis­ 
ease they are not much more advanced 
than ihey were 2,000 years ago. 
Physic 
has triumphed over pain, hut death still 
triumphs over physic. The little piqure 
in the arm sends away the raging neural­ 
gia as if by magic, and what is more won­ 
derful, instead of the pain it gives a de- 
lightlul sensation of perfect vitality—a 
happy mind in a healthy body. W hat a 
pity that the sensation does not last very 
long! 
I t may, however, he renewed by 
having recourse to the little needle and by 
gradually increasing the dose of morphiue 
as the body grows accustomed to the poi­ 
son. 
The unfortunate consequences of this 
habit in some notable cases—the death, 
for instance, of the Duehesse de Chaulues 
a few years ago—produce a wholesome 
fear of morphine, and although this fear 
did not cure those who were already fas­ 
cinated by the eyes of the seductive fiend, 
it kept many from following their ex­ 
ample. 
Moreover, another pain killer 
came into fashion; it was young, and con­ 
sequently had no bad reputation. 
This 
was antipyrine, whose praises Dr. Camille 
See lias sounded in the Academy of Med­ 
icine. 
Already some disquieting reports 
are afloat resecting the effects of this 
drug ujion those who have habitual re­ 
course to it, and who have come to look 
upon it as absolutely necessary to their ex­ 
istence. 
We shall probably hear more 
about it soon.—Boston Transcript.

M e a n in g o t th e W o rd “ L im ite d .” 
A subscriber asks for an explanation of 
the word “ limited,” which frequently fol­ 
lows the name of a corporation, as the 
“ Sunrise Blacking Company, limited,” or 
“ Smith & Jones, limited.” 
In the last 
case, as in the first, the concern is a cor- 
poratiou, with shareholders, not one of 
whom, possibly, is a Smith or a Jones. 
The old principal of corjxirations created 
by legislative Act was that the entire prop­ 
erty of every stockholder was liable for the 
whole debts of the company, as the whole 
property of every member cf a general 
partnership is still liable for the debts of 
the firm. 
But this system made every shareholder 
responsible for had management of which 
he might not be guilty, and deterred 
wealthy men from becoming interested in 
the shares of corporations. To remove this 
objection the principle of limited liabili­ 
ties was introduced, and in order to notify 
the public that only the separate property 
of the corporation was liable for the debts 
of the corporation the English law requires 
that the word “ lim ited” shall be used in 
every case by the company. 
Most American corporations are con­ 
stituted on the principle of limited lia­ 
bility, but few, if any of the States enjoin 
companies to append the word limited to 
their corporate titles. 
The matter is so 
well understood in this country, indeed, 
that it is not necessary. 
The most noteworthy exception to the 
general rule is the case of the national 
hanks, and even in this instance liability 
is limited to an amount equal to the par 
value of the shares. That is, if the na­ 
tional hank fails, each stockholder may 
not only lose what he has invested, hut 
$100 more for each share of stock lie holds, 
if so mueli is necessary to pay the debts of 
the hank. 
Until within a few years all the Scottish 
hanks were organized with uulimited lia­ 
bility, and when, eight or ten years ago, 
a GJasgow bank failed, diastrously, there 
were cases of men who only owned a share 
or two, valued before the failure at not 
much more than a hundred dollars each, 
who were assessed thousands of pounds 
sterling, to meet the debts of the bank. 
Since that time the Scottish hanks have 
been allowed to re-organize on a basis of 
limited liability.— Youth’s Companion.

T h e S ib e ria n M a m m o th . 
It must not, however, be supposed that 
our own elephant is in any way a degener­ 
ate descendant of the true mammoth. On 
the contrary, says a writer in the Cornhiil, 
the great Siberian beast was in many re­ 
spects a more advanced and' specialized- 
representative of the original family than 
lii.s Southern cousins, 
lie was, in short, a 
progressive elephant, who, seized with a 
desire to emigrate, had gone north and 
overspread the whole temperate regions of 
Europe, Asia and North America before 
the coming on of the great ice age. 
In 
his northern home he retained or rede­ 
veloped the hairy covering which the 
elephants lost in India or Africa, and he 
took kindly enough to the cold weather 
which precedes the advent of the glacial 
epoch. 
In short, he was rather an elder 
brother of the elephant than in any sense 
a direct ancestor. 
Other mammoths have since been found 
in the Siberian tundra, buried where they 
sank in up to their necks among the soft 
slash, and preserved every since, partly 
like tinned meats by the exclusion of the 
air and partly like Australian mutton by 
the efleets of frost. The most interesting 
find was that made by a young Russian 
engineer of the name of Benkerdorf, who, 
steaming in a small cutter up the Indigirka 
river (not to know the Indigirka naturally 
argues yourself unknown), saw, during a 
flood, to his immense delight, a real dead 
mammoth, with its eyes open, and its hairy 
trunk moving restlessly through the turbid 
water, bobbing up and down merrily in 
the stream before him. There is a well- 
known Swiss story of the wrinkled old 
woman in a mountain village who recog­ 
nizes, in the fresh corpse of a young man 
just brought down among the ice of a 
glacier to the point where it melts into an 
alpine torrent, the features of her lover, 
lost half a century before in the yawning 
mouth of a deep crevasse. 
But what is 
half a century of iced humanity to a hun­ 
dred thousand years of preserved mam­ 
moth ?

An old Custom-House officer asserts, says 
a New York letter, that the most expert 
smugglers are women and that the busi­ 
ness is carried on by them much more than 
by the men.

Duillo and the Dándolo, of over 11,000 
tons displacement, each carrying four 100- 
t“n guns, making fifteen knots speed ; the 
Andrea Doria, the Ruggiero de Lauria and 
the Francesco Morisini, also of about 11,-

lo6-ton guns and making sixteen knots; 
the Italia : ml the Lefanto, of nearly 13,­ 
800 tons displacement, carrying four 110- 
ton guns each, making eighteen knots ; the 
Re Umberto and two more of the same 
class, the Sicilia and the Sardegnia, yet to 
be launched, of 14,000 tons displacement, 
also making eighteen knots. 
It is the 
combination of heavy battery power, heavy 
armor and high speed in these heavy bat­ 
tleships that makes

H e was by nature a "dissenter and 
I a revolutionist to the marrow of his bones. 
' Full of the generous though often blind 
j enthusiasm of the eighteenth centurv for 
the “ rights of man,” he was no respecter 
of the established crder, whether church 
or State. 
To him the church and its doc­ 
trines meant slavish superstition, and the 
State meant tyranny. 
Of crude and undis­ 
ciplined mind, and quite devoid of scholar­ 
ship, yet endowed with native acuteness 
anil sagacity, and with no mean power 
of expressing himself, Paine succeeded in 
making everybody read what lie wrote, 
and achieved a popular reputation ont (f 
all proportion to his real merit. Among 
devout American families his name is stiil 
a name of horror and opprobrium, and un­ 
educated free-thinkers still build lecture- 
halls in honor of his memory and celebrate 
the 
aniversary of 
his birthday with 
speeches of dismal platitudes. 
The “ Age of Reason,” which was the 
case of all this singular blessing and ban­ 
ning, contains, amid much crude argu­ 
ments, some sound and sensible criticism, 
such as is often far exceeded in boldness 
in the hooks and sermons of Unitarian 
and Episcopalian di vines of the present 
day ; hut its tone is coarse and dull, and 
with the improvement of popular educa­ 
tion it is fast sinking into complete and 
deserved oblivion. There are times, how­ 
ever., when such caustic pamphleteers as 
Thomas Paine have their uses. 
It was at 
just such a time, in January, 1776, that 
Paine published his pamphlet, “ Common 
Sense/, on the suggestion of Benjamin 
Rush, and with the approval of Franklin 
and of Samuel Adams. The pamphlet 
is full of scurrilous abuseof the English peo­ 
ple and resorts to such stupid arguments 
as the denial of the English origin of the 
Americans. 
” 
- - 
people, even of Pennsylvania, are of Eng­ 
lish descent, argues Paine, as if Pennsyl­ 
vania had been pre-eminent among the col­ 
onies for its English blood, and not, as in 
reality, perhaps, the least Flnglish of all 
the thirteen, save New York. 
But along 
with all this stuff there was sensible and 
striking statements of the practical state 
of the case between England and the col­ 
onies. The reasons were shrewdly aud 
vividly set forth for looking upon recon­ 
ciliation as hopeless, and for seizing the 
present moment to declare to the world 
that the logic of events was already fast 
making an accomplished fact. Only thus, 
it was urged, could the States of America 
pursue a coherent and well-defined policy, 
and preserve their dignity in the eyes of 
the world. 
It was difficult for the printers, with the 
clumsy presses of that day, to bring out 
copies of “ Common Sense” fast enough to 
meet the demand for it. More than a hun­ 
dred thousand copies were speedily sold, 
and it carried conviction wherever it went.

T h e H u m a n H e a r t a n E le c tric B a tte ry . 
The discovery announced in the follow­ 
ing brief notice lias greatly interested the 
scientific men of Washington, who are 
looking for fuller reports in British scien­ 
tific journals. The brief article appeared 
in the Fall Mall Budget of October 4th : 
“ The most important of the inaugural 
addresses at the hospitals was Dr. Waller’s, 
at St. Mary’s, on liis discovery of an elec­ 
trical current caused by the pulsation of 
the human heart. 
The researches which 
Dr. W aller descrilied have Occupied him 
during the last four years; and the record 
was interesting, he thought, as an actual 
example of what goes on in physiological 
laboratories, and correction of ‘ that most 
unfortunate and mischievous error that 
they are chambers of horrors.’ 
But more 
interesting still arc the results of the re­ 
searches themselves; for if in each human 
heart there be indeed an electric battery, 
then developments in the art of electricity 
may in time become possible, beside which 
Mr. Edison’s wonderland may seem com­ 
monplace.” 


C h lo ro fo rm In K illin g F o u ltry . 
F. Baden Bengcr, the President of the 
British Pharmaceutical Conference, adopts 
and recommends the following plan for the 
“ happy dispatch” of poultry. A large 
wide-mouthed stoppered bottle is kept 
charged with an ounce of chloroform. 
When a chicken has received sentence of 
death, it is held firmly under the left arm 
and its head slipped into the mouth of the 
bottle. 
A few deep inspirations follow, 
and the bird without a struggle becomes 
unconscious. 
Then, holding it by the legs, 
its neck is dislocated by a quick stretch. 
The plan is so simple that it might lie 
generally adopted.—Scientific American. 


C a rb o lic A cid fo r C a rb u n c le . 
Dr. F. D. Reese, of Cortland, N. Y., 
writes to the Medical Record, describing 
the use of carbolized oil applied to the 
carbuncle and then covered with oakutn, 
which had previously been saturated with 
the oil. Of the few cases of carbuncle 
treated in this way not one has run over

T h e S u u -L a n ip . 
One of the most attractive of high- 
power electric lamps is that known in 
France, where it was invented, as the 
lampe soleil. 
It consists of a wedge of 
some refractory material, marble prefer­ 
ably, held between two carbon rods that 
are inclined to one another. 
This is set 
in a cavity in a marble block held in an 
iion frame. A very simple lamp of this 
kind can be made liv boring a couple of 
holes in a block of marble eo they are 
slightly inclined and approach within 
about a quarter of an inch at the bottom, 
and putting in two carbon rods. 
If this 
he supplied with an alternating current to 
form an arc between the carbons, the mar­ 
ble will be heated, and will give off a very 
brilliant, mellow light of a golden tinge, 
very different from the piercing hut rather 
disagreeable light of the ordinary arc 
lamp. 
A very high candle-power can be 
obtained from it, and it is absolutely 
steady. The objections to its use arose 
from the fact that it was not certain to 
start up automatically when the current 
was turned on, and it required alternating 
currents instead of direct. 
This was some 
years ago, belore alternating currents had 
been largely introduced. 
I1'rom the fact 
that a larger surface has to he heated than 
in the ordinary are lamp, and the sur­ 
rounding material conducts 
siderable amount of heat, the lamp is not 
so economical as are arc lamps. 
In the 
last few years alternating-current distri­ 
bution has Iieen developed, and now an 
English syndicate is being formed to in­ 
troduce a modified sun-lamp, in which 
many of the objections of the old form 
have been removed. The lighting is now 
automatic and certain, and the lamp can 
he used either with continuous or alter­ 
nating current generators. 
For lighting 
halls, galleries, etc., and in general for in­ 
terior illumination, this modified lamp 
should have an extensive field. 


R e lig io n o l th a R o u m a n ia n » . 
The religion of the Roumanians is a 
mass of superstitions, which under the 
name of Christianity denominates their 
entire existence.

A NSW DEFENSE 


It lias been 


OF WOMAN. 


the common thing among 
the philosophers anil scientists, and with 
evolutionists especially, to oppose 
the 
claims of women to broader recognition in 
the world of business and the political and 
social arena», upon the ground that they 
are by nature incapacitated and unin­ 
tended for competition with men in the 
fields where brain is power, and intellectu­ 
ality motive force. 
Thus we have been 
told that woman’s brain is of less weight 
than that of man, less also in proportion 
to bodily formation and physical power ; 
that throughout nature the female is by 
structural difference adapted only to cer­ 
tain lines of action ; that the sex deter­ 
mines the structure and physical develop­ 
m ent; that the natural weapons of defense 
are given to the male in greater strength 
and larger development; that the femal 
seeks shelter behind the male, thus con­ 
fessing dependence; that she looks to the 
male not only for protection but for supply 
of her needs. The inference is drawn that, 
as these things are also true in the human 
species, woman is not only physically but 
mentally the inferior being, and therefore 
should not look forward to the enjoyment 
of rights that arc exercised by man. 
Professor Lester F. Ward, in the Novem­ 
ber Forum has come to the defense of 
woman, and we think has succeeded 
making for her a strong case, and in prov­ 
ing that nature had no intentions whatever 
in her case. 
His monograph is especially interesting 
because of its striking originality, and the 
force and vigor with which its thought is 
presented. 
Professor Ward admits the 
physical and mental inferiority of the fe­ 
male sex as he finds it, and that in the 
main the fact is due to carnes analogous to 
those which have differentiated the sexes 
of the higher animals. 
But he denies 
emphatically—and sustains himself in the 
protest—that the causes are what they are 
assumed to be by the scientific writers. 
In brief this is his showing: 
That 
Darwin has shown us the reason why boars 
have tusks, and stags antlers, and the 
peacock gaudy tail feathers. 
It is because 
the females chose mates that possessed 
these characteristics. That is, the charac­ 
ters selected by the females have been, in 
the main, those that tended to insure suc­ 
cess in rivalry for mates. 
The greater size 
”*»d strength of the males and their pow­ 
erful weaponry have been acquired not for 
the purpose of protecting the females, but 
for the purpose of combating rivals and 
winning mates. The hen, not the cock, 
protects her brood; the latter uses his 
spurs only to fight his kind. 
In the whole 
animal kingdom the cases of niales using 
their strength and weaj>ons to protect the 
females or their young, or to procure them 
food ar>' so mre as to make them phenome- 


warped and strained by a long line of curi­ 
ous influences, chiefly psychic, which are 
incident to the development of animal 
organisms under the competitive principle 
that prevails throughout nature. That 
the female sex is primary in point both of 
origin and of importance in the history 
and economy of organic life. 
And as life 
is the highest product of nature and human 
life the highest type of life, it follows that 
the grandest fact in nature is woman.” 
He draws the conclusion of still greater 
truth, that accepting evolution as we must 
and recognizing heredity as the distinctive 
attribute of the female, in the steady 
advance of woman rather than from the 
uncertain fluctuations of man are we to 
look for sure and solid progress. 
We are, 
then, to open to woman every avenue 
that she develops capacity to enter, and 
we are to elevate the race most by ad­ 
vancing woman and developing her stable 
qualities. 
As he puts it, the whole race 
cannot be moved forward by elevating 
only the sex that represents the principle 
of instability. 
For it is hold hv leaders of 
the evolutionary schools that the 
pas- 
givity of the female sex represents the 
principle of heredity or permanence of 
type, while the male represents that of 
variability. 
It is not level with the gen 
eral current of Prof. Ward’s paper, how­ 
ever, to interject, as he does, the argument 
that the many cases of superior men the 
sons of superior mothers, coupled with the 
many more cases of degenerate sons of 
superior sires, prove that the way to 
civilize the race is to civilize the woman. 
The fact, he states, is deceitful and illogical. 
We might respond to it by citation of the 
superior sons of long past eras who sprang 
from the mothers of a time when woman 
was in gross servility and moved upon an 
intellectual plane of the lower level. 
But it must strike the minds of all 
readers forcibly, that there is a great truth 
in the main conclusion, which may be 
briefly stated—and our purpose has been 
to synopsize rather than debate Prof. 
Ward’s admirable paper—that woman is 
the unchanging trunk of the great gen 
eulogic tree, while man, with all his supe 
riority, is but a branch whose acquired 
qualities die with the individual. 
That, 
in short, woman’s relation to the race is 
the more intimate, and therefore there 
can he no ill in elevating her, in opening 
to her all opportunities and giving her 
perfect freedom to attain as she can, and to 
develop all the strength of intellect and 
physical being that nature may make 
possible to her. 


WHAT THE PAETY WILL MEET. 


IVJu-sor Ward draws the conclusion 
that man’s greater strength is the result of 
the battle of rivals; that in the develop­ 
ment of the race sagacity came second to 
strength, and brute force gave way to in­ 
tellect utter the former bad developed in 
the struggle named. 
That at fir.-‘. as 
saga> ity dominated, it was used to circum­ 
vent the rival for the woman’s smile, he 
weaker sex then as now, admiring s u e - ss 
in physical prowess, or the tilts of wit ¡.ad 
cunning. .So mental power was first used 
to defeat rivals and secure mate-, the 
fen,..les protecting themselves and their 
progeny as in the animal kingdom; the 
female wild beast is always (lie more fero- 
<’ .is end dangerous, the male enruivor 
ran 
attacking man. 
But notv, argu s 
this shrewd and incisive reasoner, the 
envies of “selection” are s till; 
r'e • 
at work 
“ It is -.<> longer simple female selection of 
male qutili'.ies, us in the lotvcr anim a s ; there is 
now p 'in g on an opposite class of inllu nces hv 
which a true male selection is bringing about 
modifies iocs in wornau, and this had pro- 
g o s ed so far in the loginning of the historic 
period lhat the ornam ental characters had been, 
as it were, tmnsferred from the male to the fe­ 
male and beauty, which in birds and mauy 
anim als is the exclusive attribute ot the males, 
had become .he lending attribute of the women 
of the higher races 
And while setting down 
this :• ot. let me call attention to its great signifi­ 
cance as pointing to future possibilities in 
women when men shall learn to select other 
qualities in their companions than mere beauty; 
lorundcr the power ot this comparatively mod­ 
em male selection, woman may become"what­ 
ever man shall desire her to be, and the ideal 
woman, howtver high the standard, will be­ 
come more and more the real woman.*' 
So, then, this learned reasoner contends 
that the argumeut of those who would re- 
striit woman’s sphere on the ground of 
mental and physical inferiority falls to the 
ground, even if it be admitted that there 
is something in her sex that tenders these 
qualities natural and essential. 
But Pro­ 
fessor Ward is not disposed to confess the 
mental and physical inferiority of woman 
to be something inherent in the nature of 
things. 
It is not true in nature that repro­ 
duction, says he, 
impairs 
the female 
strength or dwarfs the proportions and 
tends to physical inferiority and depend­ 
ence; 
for it is 
found that in 
many 
cases 
in 
¡ature 
the 
females 
exceed 
the 
males 
in 
strength 
and 
size. 
As we go down the scale, these male attri­ 
butes of superiority in the male fade and 
finally disappear in the reptilians and am­ 
phibians, with a decided tendency toward 
female supremacy. Then, too, as all stu- ¡ 
dents know, below the vertebrate series i 
there is a world of life that wholly aute- ¡ 
dates the appearance of sex.

H e reduced it to the form of a bill 
that received wide and earnest attention, 
and that has by no means passed out of 
public memory. The party will also be 
confronted with the demand of several 
Territories to be admitted as States, and it 
is probable that the applications will be 
granted. 
These are but a portion of the matters 
outside of the task of wisely adjusting the 
tariff", disposing of the surplus, paying the 
national debt and recognizing the just 
claims of disabled veterans of the late 
war, which the Repubiicrn party must 
face.

The people residing in the District of Co­ 
lumbia are of two classes, “ residents ” and 
non-residents.” A person going from any 
State to Washington to reside there chooses 
for himself whether he will become a “ res­ 
ident ” of the District of Columbia or con­ 
tinue bis residence in the State from whence 
he came. If he does not qualify to vote in 
the District, and does* not relinquish his 
“ residence” in the Siate from whence he 
came, he remains a resident of the State, 
and can return there and vote at any ami 
all elections, and for any length of lime. 
If, on the other hand, he prelers to exercise 
his privilege a3 elector in the District of 
Columbia, and qualities as such, and votes 
tht-ie. then that becomes his “ residence,” 
and his vote in the State from whence lie 
came ceases.

Glen Alpine! a frontispiece of one of 
Nature’s books of loveliest life—a sweet t 
picture of a quiet glen nestling among the 
Sierras, and looking up to them trustingly 
as its only companions. 
Just here, where 
the soft sunshine lingers, stands the old 
mountain home. 
How peaceful it appears! 
Should we knock at the rude door at this 
season of the year, there would he a 
startled silence, and 
the 
wind would 
whisper low, “ They have gone; I bade 
them go ere they perished in the snow.” 
This grove surrounding the house is the 
favorite restingplace of guests. One lies 
beneath the pines and tamaracks, and 
feels strangely 
fragile 
compared 
to 
them as 
they rise in sturdy energy 
of life to lofty bights. 
We 
do not 
see the stream that borders the grove, 
nor hear the song it sings to excuse the ab­ 
sent birds. 
Very few of the pretty “feath­ 
ered family” ever visit this resort. 
^ Stretching out in all directions from the 
Glen is a wonderful piece of world—a 
world in itself, with a fiery throbbing 
heart, and a fair, confiding face. 
All 
through the summer months j>eople journey 
here to gain pleasure, strength and wis­ 
dom. 
Let us climb Mount Tallae in Au­ 
gust, and there review the book whose 
gilded pages offer us so generously poetry 
and art in lovely lakes, sylvan nooks and 
babbling brooks; moral lessons in the tall 
trees that try to clirah the mountains’ 
sides, and in the cedars and shrubs that do 
attain the hights above; and patient sci­ 
ence in every stone, in strange displace­ 
ments of lichened rocks, and in glacial 
efforts of long ago. 
It is in the hushed silence of early 
dawn that we leave the Glen. 
Every­ 
thing looks sleepy yet in the faint summer 
mist, hut we are wide awake with the glad 
anticipation of our day’s tramp. 
Very 
slowly and carefully our horses follow the 
small Indian guide up the rugged path. 
For the first few miles we do not care to 
speak. 
No melody of warbled music 
greets the day, and the flowers are still 
bowed meekly in morning prayer. 
But 
now, as the sun tenderly kisses each one, 
they lift their dainty heads. Some of their 
faces are tear stained, and, for the kind­ 
ness thus freely given, they send a delicate 
perfume, as incense, up to heaven. They 
nod at each other and at us, and we go 
more happily on our way—past that bed 
of ferns that grow so luxuriantly where 
the water glides softly by; up this very 
steep, narrow pass ; through a small shady 
grove, and up and over again and again 
until the last hill rises before us. 
Dismounting, and often using for steps 
those large, flat rocks that Holmes calls 
“done brown,” we finally reach the sum­ 
mit. Quite out of breath, we sit down 
nearly 10,000 feet above the sea, and for a 
few moments lose ourselves in a strange, 
dazed way. 
It is Allen, the Indian boy, 
who breaks the sileuce. He does not care 
for the sacred sublimity of the scene, and 
asks us bluntly, “H ’d like it?’ 
Above, the 
sky’s delicately fair face; below, Heaven’s 
“true purpose” so faithfully fulfilled that 
a mighty voice seems crying out God’s 
power. 
Far beneath us Lake Tahoe, calm 
and grand, its waters, so proudly pure, 
finely and wonderfully blended from the 
yellow, sloping shore to the mysterious 
depths of its center. 
Plying with hasty 
movement is the daily steamer Goodwin 
which recalls the Lilliputian vessels, so 
tiny it appears as it makes its way through 
the waves. 
To the right of Tahoe, Lake 
Fallen Leaf lies like a shining mirror. 
To-day its waves are dreaming, but fisher­ 
men often say that it’s treacherous, like 
its neighbor. 
We wonder if the Indian for 
whom it was named was subject to as 
many moods as it displays? 
Did he know 
of its quiet moments, of its angry white- 
cap passions, of its wild fantastic dances? 
Did he row in the solemn twilight or when 
the moon shone brightly, and listen to the 
echoes—sweet vibrating echoes ? 
Cradled among the mountains, yet more 
and more to the right, are numerous 
smaller lakes. On one, golden water-lilies 
offer themselves in profusion as a gracious 
welcome to all. 
How sweet to us was 
their greeting! 
Higher up is Grass, or 
Eighty-four; here, brilliant Susy; beyond, 
retired Lake Heather; nearer, Half Moon, 
with its wonderful amphitheatre; and there 
some aged trees guard lonely sister Gil­ 
more. 
Should you ask me of them all, I 
could tell you very little. 
You may see 
them once and wonder at their charm, but 
they have a loving nature that someway 
gives you precious thoughts, until, before 
knowing it, you love them very dearly. 
They drink thirstily what the icy snow 
provides; 
and, with the exception of 
Heather, the one gives to the other until 
all are amply supplied. Thus busy streams 
are formed—like so many silver chains 
connecting precious gems. 
These steams and others wind through 
wildly picturesque scenery. They are “the 
mountains’ laugh,” as Longfellow happily 
says. One can scarcely think of these 
bold, frowning peaks evincing any gav- 
ety; 
but, a few feet away, dear little 
flowers 
nestle close to the rocks, as 
tokens 
of the friendly 
good-will 
of 
elevated Mother 
Earth. Perhaps this 
company 
of heights is still slightly 
chilled in very remembrance of the glacier 
that lef. some of them so barren. As we 
thus muse our guide warns us of the swiftly 
passing time. 
So, with a small rock as a 
souvenir, we follow tlie stones that begin 
to roll when we touch them, and very soon 
regretfully ride away. 
In the evening glow of the sweet, rare 
day we near the Gleu. The sun, with a 
last fond smile, disappears, leaving a poem 
written beautifully in the western sky. 
Only a caressing breeze intrudes with us on 
the silence everywhere, until a ringing cry 
tells us we are home. The day is done, 
and, sitting in the warmth of a cheerful 
tire, we plan the days, till 
"Summer gathers up her robes of glory, 
Aud like a dream of beauty glides away.” 
IIow lovingly then will the joyous leaves 
offer themselves to us as inducements to 
stay a little while, till 
“ The mountains that unfold 
In their wide sweep, the colored landscape 
round 
Seem groups of giant kings in purple aud gold 
That guard the enchanted gtound.’’ 


L u c y P l u m a d o . 


L iv in g E n tir e ly O n M e a t. 
Dr. T. \V. Greene, writing to an English 
journal from Montevideo, says that fresh 
meat forms the staple article of diet in a 
part of the province of Buenos Ayres, 
where he lived for four years. 
Vegetables 
and fruit were unknown except for one 
month in the autumn, bread could not be 
had, and biscuits aud farina, a meal made 
from mandioca, were too expensive for the 
poor. 
The population live entirely on 
meat, and drink nothing but the mate de 
yerba, a bitter kind of herb, containing 
the same active principle as tea and cof­ 
fee. 
It is not uncommon for a man to eat 
four or five pounds of meat at a meal, hut 
Dr. Greene thinks it contains less tibrine 
and albumen, and more salts and water, 
than English meat. 
He never knew a 
case of scurvy, or anything like it, during 
the four years he practiced among the in­ 
habitants.— Boston Budget.

C ig a re tte S m o k in g . 
Dr. NY. L. Dudley lias been conducting 
some experiments with cigarettes in order 
t ) determine their effect upon smokers. 
His conclusions are, (1) that carbonic oxide 
is the most poisonous constituent of tobacco- 
smoke; (2) that more injury results from 
cigarette than cigar or pipe smoking, be­ 
cause, as a rule, the smoke of the former is 
inhaled; (3) that cigarette smoking with­ 
out inhaling is no more injurious than pipe 
or cigar smoking; (4) that the smoke of a 
cigar or pipe, if inhaled, is as injurious 
as cigarette smoke inhaled; and (5) that 
the smoke from a Turkish pipe, if inhaled, 
is as injurious as that of a cigarette in­ 
haled.

E ds. R ecord-U n io n : An account of the 
row which occurred on the evening of the 
election at Sixth and J streets has been 
published, but was stated incorrectly, as I 
know from being present.

TH E CAPITAL PA D D ED R ID BY 
HARKIhON MEN.

The demonstration last evening by the 
Republicans in honor of the grand victory 
achieved in the Presidential campaign just 
closed, was one which fully demonstrated 
the enthusiasm entertained by the success­ 
ful party. If the demonstration was not 
one participated in by extremely large 
numbers in the line of procession, it was 
extremely “numerous” in its enthusiasm, 
and Sacramento, with the fire-works and 
red lights which lined the streets, it may 
very properly be said that the “victorious 
boys” literally 
painted 
the towu red. 
The occasion was free from anything in the 
least offensive to the defeated side of the 
Presidential contest, but was marked with 
a degree of jollification and noise that 
would discount Bedlam, and convince the 
most skeptical that the Republicans of Sac­ 
ramento bad received the full returns from 
the election, appreciated their meaning and 
the standing in the foreground it gave the 
party which had achieved the triumph. 
The procession formed on J and Fourth 
streets soon after 7 o’clock, and consisted 
of the local Republican clubs and a large 
number of ununiformed members of the 
party, most of whom carried torches, and 
others simply bearing flags which were 
held aloft in place of the regular campaigu 
lighted oil can. The streets were lined 
with people to witness the parade, and 
everybody seemed to partake of the enthu­ 
siasm and good feeling of the occasion. 
Many of the business houses were decorated, 
and the burning of red fire and sending 
off fire-works from sidewalks and balconiei 
was quite general and almost constant 
along the entire line of march, while the 
crowd of lookers-on seemed to vie with the 
marching column as to which could make 
the greatest din and turned-loose confusion. 
Noise was evidently the chief object, and 
the object was successfully accomplished. 
Tin horns and various other instruments 
of music and torture abounded in the 
procession almost unanimously. 
The procession marched üp J street, 
headed by Grand Marshal C. H. Hubbard 
ami a large number cf mounted aides. 
They were followed by the First Artillery 
Baud in its full numbers, and which fur­ 
nished music, in selection and spirit spe­ 
cially adapted to the hour. 
Next came the Glee Club, 150 strong and 
in full uniform. They carried a 
ranspa- 
rency: “ What s the Matter with Califor­ 
nia?—She's All Right!” and, 
“ Joseph 
McKenna—Sacramento's Best Friend.” 
Then followed another detachment of 
mounted aids, and a wagon burning red 
fire. 
Next followed the Brighton club, fifty- 
eight strong, all carrying red-lights, blow­ 
ing horns and bearing a transparency: “As 
Brighton Goes, so Goes uot Only the State, 
but the Nation. ’Rah for Harrison !” 
A large detachment of ununiformed Re­ 
publicans next followed, two hundred or 
more in number. 
Following this was about fifty musicians 
with every conceivable instrument, fol­ 
lowed by an exceptiouably fine 
drum 
corps. After these came the Resolutes, 
one of Sacramento’s banner Republican 
corps, wearing their fine uniforms, which 
are familiar to the public, having been il­ 
lustrated in the San Francisco Examiner 
and a purloined suit of which was on ex­ 
hibition in the Examiner window in San 
Francisco. They made a fine showing and 
were admired by all who witnessed the 
demonstration. They all carried torches 
and were supplied with fish horns and 
crow-fiddles. They turned out over 200 
strong and carried a bauner, “ We rejoice 
as we voted, for Harrison and Protection.” 
Next came the Hussar Band with twenty 
musicians, leading the Army and Navy 
League under the marshalshtp of J. S. Mc­ 
Mahon. 
ey turned out about 200 strong,, 
and ruad* ^ much noise as any of the di­ 
visions in line. Their transparency was: 
“ Cleveland vetoed 
our pensions. 
We 
vetoed him.” 
Following the Boys in Blue came more 
mounted noisy aids. They carried torches, 
burned Roman candles and blew fish horns. 
Among their transparencies was one which 
read, “ 162 Won’t Do.” 
Perhaps the club of the largest number 
was the Fire Brigade, which made a fine 
appearance, 
and 
in 
their 
jollifica­ 
tion 
antics attracted much 
attention. 
Their 
uniforms, 
under 
the 
red 
lights, were very conspicuous and effective 
for parade purposes. Following the Fire 
Brigade was a drum corps of boys which 
fully kept up the Young America part of 
the procession. To their music marched 
the Colored Republican Club in large num­ 
bers. They carried a transparency reading: 
“ We will never go back on Republican 
principles. 
’Rah for West Virginia, the 
Solid South is broken.” 
The next in line was James Senatz’s fish­ 
ing party. 
The captain was made up to 
represent Grover when he was fishing in 
the Adirondacks and could not go to the 
Grand Army reunion. Senatz was a perfect 
type of the typical Isaak Walton, and the 
balance of his party were most excellent 
“ suit.” 
The Hoosier Club appeared in line mar­ 
shaled by Dr. B. F. Pendery, who was fol­ 
lowed by twelve of the club mounted, and 
all wearing sashes of stars ar.d stripes. 
Then came It. W. Parker, one of the most 
earnest members of the club, and to whom 
much of its success is due. 
He was 
mounted on a white horse and brre a trans­ 
parency reading "Where shall Democrats 
go? To old England,” 
"Bye-bye Free 
Trade,” “239 will do now,” “162 won't 
do.” 
Then came members in buggies, and 
in one vehicle was borne a broom bound 
with broad bands of red and blue ribbon, 
caught by knots of red, white 8nd blue; 
with 
like 
colors 
twining 
about 
the 
handle. 
On 
the 
broom-head 
were 
four 
banks 
of 
beautiful 
flowers 
in 
tiers of colors, laid in with great skill. It 
was the prettiest decoration in the line and 
was presented to the Club by the wife of its 
marshal. Following the buggies came the 
Club’s representation of a log cabin under 
charge of N. A. McCoy, a radical and de­ 
voted Hoosier, but whose team would balk 
occasionally' and let the cabin section fall 
out of place. 
However, it finally got its 
place and brought up all right on the conn- 
ter-marcb. Tea members of the Club rode 
upon the float with the cabin. On one 
side of the structure was a banner reading 
“Log Cabin Stock has Itiz to 239. Grover.” 
In front of the cabin a member bore a flag 
staff, a coonskin at the mast head and a 
bandana half-masted, with a bit of crape 
dangling at one corner. At one corner was 
a huge transparency reading, “We told you 
the Hoosiers were solid for Harrison and 
now he’s solid for the Hoosiers.”

A t a late meeting of the Institute of 
Mining Engineers, held at Buffalo, Dr. 
Julius Pohluian presented a sketch of his 
views on the “ Life History of Niagara 
I alls,” 
in which he took the ground, 
elaborating his evidence, that the falls 
have not cut their way back from Lewis­ 
ton, but from a point about Whirlpool 
Rapids. 
H e also condemned the opinion 
so generally held that the falls moved up­ 
ward at a slow rate, by showing that be­ 
tween 1841 and 1S86—45 years—the first 
and last surveys made, the'Horseshoe Falls 
went back 485 feet, or at the rate of about 
nine feet a year.

The old Dominick hen wanted to sit. 
She had tried to satisfy her natural in­ 
stinct in the wood-box. 
When driven 
from this retreat by Mrs. Finn’s broom 
site nestled in Mr. Finn’s old felt hat. 
Here, too, she was foiled in her purpose by 
a pailful of cold water, which perceptibly 
dampened her enthusiasm and her feath­ 
ers. Still site persevered in her efforts at 
propagation and was found late in the 
afternoon, after drying herself in the sun, 
trying to scratch a hole in the best quilt 
upon the parental Finn bed.

O r c h a r d a n d F r u it G a rd e n . 
In most of our northern latitudes this 
month Is the most favorable season for 
planting hardy trees of all kinds. 
In 
former years the opinion prevailed that 
trees should never be taken up before sev­ 
eral hard frosts had occurred, but from 
year to year tree planters have become 
more impatient. 
In consequence nursery­ 
men have taken the hint and are now pre­ 
paring trees for early transplanting by 
stripping 
tln-ir 
foliage. 
W hile 
this 
method is not to be recommended except 
in some 
rare cases, the 
plan of de­ 
ferring planting so late that the trees can­ 
not become established in the soil before 
winter is not any more commendable. 
Stone fruits, such as cherries and plums, 
do better when transplanted in the spring, 
but fur apples, pears, etc., if the ground is 
in proper 
condition, fall 
planting 
is 
preferable. 
W hatever season has been de­ 
termined upon for planting, experienced 
orcbardists find it to their advantage to 
order their trees in the fall and heel them 
in until wanted, so as not to suffer delay 
when work is most pressing. 
Heeling-in consists in burying the root; 
in a place where they will keep in good 
condition until ready for planting. The 
unual method is to open a trench, lay the 
trees in a slanting position and till with 
earth. 
The soil has got to be worked 
carefully among the roots so as to leave no 
open spaces around any part of them. It 
is well to raise the soil over the roots so as 
to turn off' water. 
Properly heeled-in, 
trees will be found in better condition for 
planting next spring than those taken di­ 
rectly from the nursery row. 
Raspberries and blackberries start so 
early in spring that whenever the ground 
can he brought into proper condition, it is 
better to plant them in autumn. 
Cut off’ 
all the wood to within six inches from the 
roots. 
Raspberries should be planted four 
feet apart each way, or two feet apart in 
rows not nearer to each other than five 
feet; blackberries six feet 
each way, or 
two feet apart, and rows six to eight feet 
apart.—Am. Ag. 


H o w G m r r z l P a tn a u i S w o re. 
In the year 1839 I was taken by my 
father to see a Revolutionary pensioner 
by the name of Samuel Green, then liv­ 
ing in the town of Bernardston, Mass., at 
an extreme age. Mr. Greene related that 
he was in the army under Gen. Putnam, 
and was engaged in the battle of Brooklyn 
Heights. He represented Putnam as a 
man who was accustomed to accentuate 
bis speech with language drawr. from the 
armory of theological warfare. 
Among a 
great many forms of adjurations a favorite 
one was: “God take it all.” A t the battle 
of Brooklyn the Americans had atone of 
their lines erected a rude breastwork of 
logs and had stopped the spaces between 
the logs with large pieces of turf. 
During 
the fight a cannon ball from the enemy 
knocked out one of these pieces of turf 
which in its flight hit Putnam and knocked 
him down. 
Putnam soon sprang to his 
feet and exclaimed: “God lake it a ll! They 
mean to kill folk, don’t they?” 


F ra g m e n ts . 
The poultry almanac tells us that about 
this time is a good time to put a lock on 
the chicken-house door, load up the shot­ 
gun, and turn the dog loose at nights. 
There is no danger that the business of 
raising eggs for market will be overdone, 
as long as we are obliged to import several 
million dozen each year, in order to have 
enough to go around. 
Don’t try to winter more hens than you 
can care for well. Twenty-five hens, well 
cared for, will pay more profit than fifty 
that are half cared for. 
_ Don’t sit down and whine because your 
hens don’t pay ; go to work and make them 
pay. 
We are about tired of hearing some folks 
say that half-bred fowls are better and more 
profitable than the pure-bred fowls, and one 
of these days we shall go for the misguided 
people who write such stuff. 


H ow C o n s u m p tio n A p p e a rs H e r e d lt iry . 
A remarkable crnse has been recorded 
by Denune, of Berne, in which an infant, 
four months old, lielonging to a family 
whose history was absolutely negative in 
regard to tubncular affections, died of tu­ 
berculosis of the mesenteric glands. The 
child was fed with the milk of a cow 
which was especially kept for the purpose. 
: The left lung and pleura of the animal 
were found to be studded with tubercle, 
and tubercle bacilli were detected in por­ 
tions of the milk. If a woman suffering 
from phthisis suckles an infant, there seeins 
to be no reason why the mother should not 
transmit the bacilli, by means of her milk, 
to her offspring.— Medical Press and Cir­ 
cular,

Corn stored in a dry crib, means more 
valuable and healthful food for the stock. 
Take as much care of each annimal as 
though it were the most perfect in the 
herd. 
Pasture the rye in November and re­ 
serve the regular (blue grass) pasture for 
later use. 
H ive an ideal—a perfect animal, in 
mind, and then breed toward perfecting 
your whole herd. 
To secure growthv calves and a good 
winter cow, breed in December—to a good 
(pedigree) sire. 
All of the loose stock will be in better 
condition for winter it given a good ration, 
once a day, in November. 
Like produces like, but iu many cases 
the likeness more nearly resembles the un­ 
desirable features of the sire or dam. 
There is seldom danger of caring too 
well fur stock in winter, if the energv is 
guided by an understanding of one’s busi­ 
ness. 
No energetic farmer has so little capital 
or credit as to prevent his breeding first- 
class pigs for ¡vork, if he uses pure blood. 
The time is rapidly approaching when 
the scrub will Ire as much of a curiosity as 
the sweepstakes animals were twenty years 
ago. 
' 
The ends must always justify the means. 
If the ends are mean, it won’t justify you ; 
leave it alone. 
If the end don’t pay. drop 
it. 
Calculate the cost. 
Do uot spend $2 in 
order to gain ten cents; rather spend ten 
cents in the wav of time and care to save 
$2. 
' 
In order to appreciate success we must 
know failure, and our greatest successes 
consist not in never failing but in persist­ 
ently conquering such failures. 
Coal slack or cinders, burnt cobs, or 
charred walnut wood, in the hog-yards is 
frightening to the 
“ swine plague”—if 
accompanied with plenty of salt.— The 
Orange Judd Parmer.

THE CROW’S ARITHMETIC. 
Cute as the crow is, it cannot count. 
This weakness, says the New York Sun, 
was taken advantage of by a prudent 
farmer.

A farmer, Amos Brown,

D ip h th eria C arried by T nrkeyg. 
Some time ago we reported several cases 
of diphtheria which had been contracted 
front a turkey. 
The following case, which 
is taken from the British Medical Journal, 
is another contribution to this subject: 
“A fowl with diphtheria was brought to 
the house of a veterinary surgeon on April 
24th, and died on the 29th. 
The feeding 
and nursing of the bird devolved on a lad, 
aged 14 years, who was assisted by his 
brother, aged 5 years. On the evening 
of May 11th the writer was called to see 
the little boy of five, who had been poorly 
for a day or two. 
He had enlarged cer­ 
vical glands on the left side, which had 
come on rapidly. He was a delicate little 
fellow, with fair hair and anaemic aspect. 
The temperature was 103° F.; pulse be­ 
tween 120 and 130. 
The fauces were more 
or less covered with diphtheritic mem­ 
brane, the left tonsil more especially. Un­ 
der the administration of biniodide of 
mercury and iron the throat symptoms 
cleared up, and the child made a good 
recovery. On the day after this case was 
first seen, the boy who fed the fowl was 
very feverish, and had similar patches over 
his fauces, but not to the same extent as 
his brother. 
His thioat was painted with 
boroglyceride. 
A sister, aged 9 rears, had 
also a similar explosion on the fauces. 
Bark and aeid and biroglyceride was the 
treatment. On the 18th"the mother, who 
had nursed them, was attacked, and was 
similarly treated. 
They were all kept 
well up with beef-tea and stimulants.” 


A H-ero o f th e L ev er. 
The disaster on the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railroad of Thursday was terrible 
enough, but its horrors would have been 
aggravated but Cor the cool courage and 
quick, good judgment of Mr. Little, the 
engineer of the ill-fated train. 
“ Our 
train,” says Bishop Whipple, one of the 
passengers, " was going at the rate of 
forty-five miles an hoar, so the train men 
said, and the courage of the engineer can­ 
not be praised too highly. H e staid with 
ihe engine, and I have" never known an 
air-brake to be set so quickly and strongly 
as that one was.” 
Mr. Potter, another 
passenger, gives a more detailed account 
of the engineer’s services to those whose 
lives were intrusted to his hands: 
•“ The engineer, who displayed marvel- j 


ous coolness and courage, came among us 
with head and face crimson with blood, 
and told us how it happened. 
He was 
whirling around the curve, and the posi­ 
tion of the side-tracked freight obscured 
the switch signal; but he was on the 
lookout, and 
the instant it appeared 
he saw 
death and destruction ahead. 
He 
had 
less than a train’s length 
to go, and was making forty-five miles 
an hour, but he plied the full power of 
the air-brake and reversed his engine, and 
before he eould remove his hand from the 
lever, his mighty machine was plowing 
the earth, and the tars were piling upon 
each other. 
It is wonderful that the 
engineer and fireman escaped with their 
lives. 
But for this lightning-like celerity 
in applying the brake-, the whole train 
would have been frightfully wrecked, and 
the loss of life much greater.” 
In what are thoughtlessly called the 
“good old times,” which, compared with 
the present, were very bad old times for 
the most part, the praise of courage and 
honor used to be monopolized by men 
who occupied themselves in the business 
of killing people. 
But a new era has now 
arrived where the heroes are men who 
show themselves ready to die for others, 
and who, in their ordinary pursuits, are 
so habituated to the thought of belf-sac- 
rifice that, when the emergency comes, 
they meet it with courage and judgment. 
All honor to the heroes of the lever.— 
A’em York Commercial Advertiser. 


W h a t E v o lu tio n Is N ot. 
Everybody nowadays talks about evolu­ 
tion. 
Like electricity, t lie cholera germ, 
woman’s rights, the great mining boom 
and the Ea-tern question, it is “ in the 
air.” 
It pervades society everywhere with 
its su' lile essence; it infects small talk 
with its familiar catchwords and its slang 
phrase-; it even permeates that last strong­ 
hold of rampant Philistinism, the third 
leader of the penny papers. 
Everybody 
believes he knows all about it, and dis­ 
cusses it as glibly in his every-day conver­ 
sation as he discusses the points of race­ 
horses lie has never seen, the charms of 
peeresses he has never spoken to, and the 
demerits of authors he has never read. 
Everybody is aware, in a dim and nebu­ 
lous semi-conscious fashion, that it was all 
invented by the late Mr. Darwin, and re­ 
duced to a system by Herbert Sjiencer, 
don’t you know, and a lot more of those 
scientific fellows. 
It is generally under­ 
stood in the best-in formed circles that evo­ 
lutionism consists for the most part in a 
belief aliout nature at large, essentially 
similar to that applied by Topsv to her 
own origin and early history. It is eon- 
ceived, in short, that most things “ growed.” 
Especially is it known that, in the opin­ 
ion of the evolutionists as a body, we are 
all of us ultimately descended from men 
with tails, who were the final offspring 
and improved edition of the common 
gorilla. That, very briefly put, is the pop­ 
ular conception of the various points in 
the great modern evolutionary programme. 
It is scarcely necessary to inform the 
intelligent reader, who, o’f course, diflers 
fundamentally from that inferior class of 
human beings known to all of us in our 
own minds as “ other people,” that almost 
every point in the catalogue thus hriellv 
enumerated is a popular fallacy of the 
wildest description. 
Mr. Darwin did not 
invent evolution any more than George 
Stephenson invented the steam engine, or 
Mr. Edison the electric telegraph. 
We 
are not descended from men with tails am­ 
inore than we are descended from Indian 
elephants. 
There is no evidence that we 
have auything in particular more than the 
remotest fiftieth cousinship with our poor 
relation, the West African gorilla. Science 
is not in search of a “ missing link ;” few 
links are anywhere missing, and those are 
for the most part wholly unimportant 
ones. 
If we found the imaginary link in 
question, he would not be a monkey, nor 
yet in any way a tailed man. And so forth 
generally through the whole list of popular 
beliefs and current fallacies as to the real 
meaning of evolutionary teaching. 
W hat­ 
ever people think evolutionary Is for the 
most part a pure parody of the evolution­ 
ist’s opinion.— Popular Science Monthly.

A rtificial S ilk . 
There seems to be a possibility that an 
artificial substitute may be found for the 
product of the silkworm. A Paterson, N. 
J., silk manufacturer recently said: “It is 
by no means impossible that artificial silk 
may some time replace the product of the 
silkworm’s labor. 
That, of course, is only 
a possibility and not a probability, but it 
is very probable that artificial methods 
will replace the tedious and expensive 
means now employed to utilize the worms. 
It has for some time been known that 
worn-out silken fabrics can be utilized by 
putting them in a chemical hath which 
separates foreign substances from the silk 
itself, and saves the latter in a solution. 
This solution can be respun or used to 
plate over thread. 
Now, as I learn from 
France, Dr. Chardome of that country has 
succeeded in making a purely artificial 
silk. 
He makes a solution of nitro-cellu- 
lose, alcohol, ether, ferrous chloride and 
tannic acid in nicely calculated propor­ 
tions, and runs it from a reservoir through 
an exceedingly minute hole into a bath of 
water, acidulated with one-half of one tier 
cent, of mouo-hydrated nitric acid. The 
fluid hardens in the water and is dried in 
hot air. 
It is said that the thread can be 
readily dried, but 1 do not know what 
other valuable qualities it has.” 


P ru n in g in A u tu m n . 
An experienced grape culturist, in Popu­ 
lar Gardening, for the benefit of propaga­ 
tors, says; “ 1 would, when pruning in the 
autumn or winter, preserve as much of the 
well-ripened wood as possible, and, alter 
cutting into lengths of about one foot, huvv 
in boxes of sand and place in a cool cellar 
until spring, when they can be placed out­ 
side, choosing a moist and somewhat shaded 
situation. 
Plant in mellow soil in a slit 
made by a spade and firm the earth well 
about them. 
Keep them in rows eight or 
ten inches apart, and five or six apart in 
the row. 
If possible, let each cutting have 
three buds, one at the top, one at the bot­ 
tom and a third in the middle, to be left at 
the surface of the ground when the cutting 
is plaoted. 
Thus treated no mulching is 
required, but they must he kept free from 
weed».”

CUTTING A FIVE-POINTED STAR. 


H ead th e D irectio n s in th is A rticle an d 
Yon C an C ut O ne. 
“ Do you know how to make the stare 
on the star spangled banner?” inquired a 
gentleman who sat at his desk with a 
niece of waste note paper and scissors in 
hand. 
“ Couldn’t cut one that would look re­ 
spectable, to save myself,” said his com­ 
panion. 
“ Well, there’s nothing easier, and I 
don’t think there’s anything a patriot 
ought to know better. 
It may seldom 
come of use, but it’s highly patriotic. 
In 
Preble’s ‘ History of the American Flag,’ 
may be found a statement of the cflect that 
the committee of CoDgress, appointed to 
report a design for the national ensign, 
called upon a Mrs. Ross, dealer in regalia 
and fancy goods in Philadelphia, for sug­ 
gestions in their work. This lady was 
possessed of excellent taste in all matters 
pertaining to her business, aud was withal 
an ardent patriot. 
The story goes that 
while talking with the members of the 
committee she folded a sheet of paper so 
that by a single clip of the scissors she cut 
a five-pointed star, 
it is stated hv others 
that the committee was as greatly pleased 
with the ingenuity displayed as with the 
symmetry of the design, and 
readily 
adopted it. This was in 1770, and ever 
since that time the five-pointed star has 
appeared in the blue field of our country’s 
flag. 
Neither Preble nor any othc-r 
authority tells 
how Mrs. Ross folded 
the paper, 
and 
in 
the 
absence of 
information one will find it a rather diffi­ 
cult feat to accomplish. Once known, the 
process is very simple. Take a sheet of 
paper of any size and fold it once across. 
Then take a fold at right angles to this, 
merely for the purpose of determining the 
center of the paper. Throw the sheet back 
upon the single fold and let the center 
point he the point of a triangle when all 
the folding is completed. 
It must l>e un­ 
derstood that to have a five-pointed star 
there must he one single and two double 
folds, the folds being made outward from 
the center point. This single fold should 
be made to a point about four-fifths of 
the distance to the middle line made when 
the center of the paper was determined. 
The first double fold is made by folding 
the further side of the sheet a’s it is left 
after the single fold, back upon the outer 
cdge_ of the latter. The seeond double 
fold is then made by- folding what is now 
double upon what is triple. 
To obtain 
the star, now make a cut with scissors 
on a straight line diagonally across from 
tiie apex to the extreme outer lower point 
of the fold. 
The cut may be made from 
either regular side of the triangle. The 
eye must be the guide as to acuteness or 
obtuseness of the angles of the star. A 
very little practice will soon enable one 
to cut one of these stars with entire accu­ 
racy. Comparison of a star so made with 
a geometric star will show it to he far more 
symmetrical and graceful than the stiff, 
mathematical product.”— Chicago Herald.

F ood C olorings. 
Annatto for coloring butter is liable to 
many adulterations, some of them danger­ 
ous, and since most of the dangerous 
adulterations to which it is liable, e. g., red 
lead, are not soluble in alcohol, and de­ 
composing organic matter, bacteria, etc., 
would also he excluded, it is less objection­ 
able in an alcoholic solution than when 
used as a paste or powder. 
The coloring of milk or of pastry is al­ 
most sure to be with some ulterior "object; 
either to conceal original defect in quality, 
or to substitute some less expensive ingred i­ 
ent. 
The coloring of ice cream is almost 
sure to lie done to enable the maker to dis­ 
pense with fruits. 
It may be laid down 
that whenever the color may serve the 
purpose of concealing in 
any way the 
quality of the article, or giving it an ap­ 
pearance of higher grade than it would be 
without color, the use of it is a fraud. 
In 
all cases, there should be entire publicity 
as to the nature of the colors used.—Dr. 
Henry Leffniann. 


E flcct o f Spraying. 
Last year (says the El Dorado Republi­ 
can) two of our horticulturists tried the 
experiment of fruit-spraying with most 
satisfactory result. 
L. M. Davis sprayed 
•>00 or 600 Bartlett pear trees with a solu­ 
tion of one pound of Paris green in 160 
gallons of water. 
He found that this solu­ 
tion killed the pear slug and produced no 
visible effect upon the fruit foliage, and, 
although he only sprayed the trees once, 
he found it very beneficial to the fruit. 
Spraying with "this solution costs about 
three mills to the tree besides the laltor 
and expense for a pump. 
Earl Norton and 
his sister, Mrs. Delaney, sprayed last year 
about 2,000 pear and apple "trees, using a 
solution of Paris green—one pound to 100 
gallons of water. Although they only 
sprayed the trees once, yet the "results 
were very satisfactory. 
An apple orchard 
that was sprayed yielded 150 boxes, and 
the year before, without spraying, only 29 
boxes. 


T b« Mining; lie brie C om m ission. 
In accordance with the Act of Congress 
recently pcssed and approved, the Secre­ 
tary of V\ ar has detailed .Major Benvaurd, 
Major Hener and Major llanbury as a 
Commission to investigate the mining de­ 
bris question in this State.

From the nature of their .profession, 
these gentlemen are highly skilled en­ 
gineers. 
Those graduates of West Point 
who show the highest efficiency _re unii- 
ally destined for the engineer corpo. Tiie 
Engineer Department of the arm yis, as a 
result, composed uf .officers of specie! at 
tainments. 
The appoinment of this Commission,is a 
most important step in the conclusive se t­ 
tlement of the much-discussed mining 
debris controversy. 
We have now three 
disinterested experts in engineering mat 
ters, who will study up the whole matter 
end give the people an unbiased report. 
Their positions are not dependent on po­ 
litical favor of any kind, and they have 
nothing to lose or gain one way or an­ 
other. 
We may therefore confidently expect an 
intelligent report that will deal with the 
subject from an engineering, and therefore 
prarticsl, point of view. 
Naturally the 
principal feature of the Comm:6ii’on to 
study will lie the navigability of the rivers 
of the State, and how they are affected by 
debris. 
If the rivers can be saved, the 
land can. 
Then it will he their duty to 
point out the proper means to he taken to 
prevent further damage.

Raisins 
and dried eurrnntsare particularly trouble­ 
some in this way, and if not chopped up 
before cooking, should 
be thoroughly 
chewed before swallowing. 
If a dried cur­ 
rant passes into the stomach whole, it is 
never digested at ali.— Popular Science 
Monthly.

•R efrigeration W ith o u t le e . 
A refrigerator ear, in which no ice is 
used, was exhibited to invited guests in 
Chicago, October 30th. The refrigerating 
substance was anhydrous ammonia, which, 
in its rapid expansion front the liquid to 
the gaseous condition, absorbs heat with 
great rapidity. 
It is the active agent 
used in making artificial ice, for cooling 
large rooms in breweries, storage ware­ 
houses, etc. 
As ordinarily conducted, the 
process requires heavy and expensive ma­ 
chinery, but in that used by the company 
giving the exhibition above mentioned 
the necessary compression of the am­ 
monia is produced by the gas itself, and 
almost no machinery is required. 
As ap­ 
plied to refrigerator cars, six steel tanks, 
holding about twenty gallons each, are 
placed across one end of the car in a nar­ 
row apartment which is separated by a 
partition from the main part of the car. 
The anhydrous ammonia in these tanks is 
under about sixty pounds pressure. 
This 
pressure is sufficient to force it up through 
supply pipes running under the car root to 
upright expansion pipes in each end of tiie 
car. 
The expansion 
of 
the liquid 
into 
the 
gaseous 
condition 
in 
the 
large pipes absorbs heat with great ra­ 
pidity, and the surface of these pipes is 
covered in a few minutes with a thick 
coating of frost crystals. 
As this frozen 
vapor all comes from the air in the car tiie 
air itself becomes comparatively dry, a 
condition valuable in preserving meat,etc., 
from decay. 
A thermostat with electric 
connections keeps the temperature within 
tlie^ limit (it is claimed ) of a two-degree 
variation. 
If the apparatus in the car is 
designed to maintain a temperature of 36°, 
a rise to 37° will shut off’ the flow of am­ 
monia, and a fall to 35° will open the 
valve and start it again. 
It is claimed 
that in ordinary weather a temperature of 
40° degrees eatf 1 e maintained in a re­ 
frigerator car from Chicago to New York 
with six tanks of ammonia, while in very 
warm weather one or two more tanks may­ 
be required. 
The ammonia, which alter 
expansion is absorbed by water in a reser­ 
voir under the car to which it is con­ 
ducted, is redistilled at small cost, and 
used again indefinitely.— Railway Review. 
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D epew cu F o reig n H allw ays. 
In telling about his recent European 
tour President Depew, of the New York 
C'entralsaid ; 
“ I was more surprised on 
this visit than ever before with the enor­ 
mous superiority of our railroads over the 
Government roads of Germany, Belgium 
and France, in every element of comfort, 
convenience and speed. The ears are the 
same as they have been for a generation, 
yvithout toilet or closet accommodations 
and the roadbed was so bad on one of the 
principal roads in France that the people 
in the cars were virtually slung from one 
side to tiie other by the oscillation of the 
train, 
it was impossible toread 01- even 
to comfortably dispose of a lunch. 
< >ne 
gentleman, who was very fat, was laid up 
for a week hv the muscles of his abdomen 
being bruised and strained because lie 
was slung about so miscellaneously during 
the six hours’ trip. 
As this was an 
express train the iare for this ride was 4 
cents a mile. 
I discovered in Germany-, 
where the Government owns the roads and 
all the employes are Government officers, 
and uniformed as if they were in the army, 
that the appointments are political. Every 
locomotive engineer and 
fireman, con­ 
ductor and brakeman, station master and 
porter, trackman and switchman, is an ad­ 
herent to the Government. The supplies 
which furnish so large an item of railway 
expenditure— locomotives, cars, rails, ties, 
spikes, oil, coal—are all 
bought from 
friends Gf tiie Government. 
The result is 
that with the appointments in the civil 
service, in the army, 011 the railways and 
in the telegraphs, the party in power is 
intrenched so there is not the slightest 
possibility of its ever being disturbed by 
liberals or socialists or any kind of oppo­ 
sition, no matter bv what name it mav be 
called.”
